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2024 USC SPRING FOOTBALL OUTLOOK 


The tone has been set for the 2024 USC football 
season. But first, let’s rewind back to December 
of 2023... 


After the 2023 regular season came to a con- 
clusion, the Trojans were presented with a 
unique opportunity. USC was scheduled to play 
No. 15 Louisville in the Holiday Bowl in San Di- 
ego, and the Trojans who elected to play in the 
bowl game banded together with the mindset of 
“new team, one game”. 


USC’s moxie revealed itself on national televi- 
sion as the Trojans defeated the Cardinals 4e- 
28. 


In the modern era of college football where 
instantaneous gratification is demanded and 
where patience is not often a virtue, USC OB 
Miller Moss changed the narrative. After back- 
ing up Caleb Williams (the 2022 Heisman Tro- 
phy winner] for two seasons who chose to opt 
out of the bowl game, Moss went 23-of-33 for 
372 yards and 6 TDs in his first USC start. 


Moss, who was named the Holiday Bowl Offen- 
sive MVP, gave the nation a preview of what was 
to come in the 2024 season and proved that 
values like hard work and loyalty are not to be 
overlooked. With his 6 TD passes thrown, Moss 
now holds the record for most TD passes thrown 
in a Holiday Bowl, most TD passes thrown in a 
USC bowl game, most TD passes thrown by a 
USC QB is his first Trojan start and tied the Pac- 
12 Bowl Game passing TD record. 


USC fans saw glimpses of greatness from the 
young bucks of the program: WRs Ja’Kobi Lane, 
Duce Robinson, Makai Lemon and Zachariah 
Branch, as well as steadiness from veterans like 
Holiday Bowl Defensive MVP Jaylin Smith and 
Bear Alexander. The energy around the program 
was revitalized as the Trojans stood underneath 
the celebratory fireworks in Petco Park, but 
there was still work to be done. 


One of the more popular tools these days for 
New Year’s resolutions is a vision board. Vision 
boards give tangibility to our goals, allow us to 
think deeply about our desires and manifest 
them into reality. 


USC head coach Lincoln Riley created his own 
version of a vision board when manifesting his 
ultimate defensive coaching staff. 


“We rolled a whiteboard into my office, and we 
said our goal was to find the right coordinator, 
and then we wanted to find the best develop- 
ers. Who do we think are the best developers of 
defensive talent, culture, all of that,” said Riley. 
“We ended up with seven names on the board. 
And it was the dream list -- if you could get any- 
one, who would it be? And we ended up hiring 
four of those seven. So we batted a pretty de- 
cent percentage.” 


The Trojans welcomed Defensive Coordinator 
D’Anton Lynn who previously held the same 
role at UCLA and has also coached in the NFL. 
Lynn completely transformed the Bruin defense 


elevating UCLA's defense from ranking No. 87 
in 2022 to finishing the 2023 regular season 
ranked No. 11 in the nation. Former Los Angeles 
Rams defensive line coach Eric Henderson was 
named Co-Defensive Coordinator/Run Game 
Coordinator/Defensive Line Coach. A Super 
Bowl Champion and award-winning coach, Hen- 
derson brings his philosophy of “Dawg Work”: 
discipline, attitude, work ethic and grit, to es- 
tablish a new culture in the defensive line room. 
Matt Entz, a two-time FCS national champion- 
ship winning head coach at North Dakota State 
was named Assistant Head Coach for Defense/ 
Linebackers Coach. The two-time FCS National 
Coach of the Year brings a unique perspective to 
the defensive staff. Houston’s former defensive 
coordinator Doug Belk was welcomed to Troy as 
the Secondary Coach. Belk has been consid- 
ered one of the biggest rising stars in college 
football’s coaching landscape, and every new 
member of USC’s defensive staff has either 
been a defensive coordinator or a head coach. 


After Kiel McDonald took a new job with the Los 
Angeles Chargers, USC hired former TCU run- 
ning backs coach Anthony Jones Jr. as Run- 
ning Backs Coach/Run Game Coordinator. He 
worked side-by-side with former TCU offensive 
coordinator Garrett Riley (Lincoln's brother) and 
helped to coach the Horned Frogs to the 2022 
College Football Playoff National Champion- 
ship. 


2024 SCHEDULE 


A new era begins for the Trojans as USC en- 
ters the Big Ten Conference -- new opponents, 
new stadiums and a Rose Bowl matchup every 
weekend. 


The Trojans will play six home games in 2024. 
Troy will welcome league opponents Wiscon- 
sin, Penn State, Rutgers and Nebraska to the 
Coliseum as well as non-conference foes Utah 
State and Notre Dame. USC will visit Michigan, 
Minnesota, Maryland, Washington and UCLA on 
the road. The Trojans will open the 2024 season 
with a neutral site game against LSU at Alle- 
giant Stadium in Las Vegas. 


USC will have byes on Sept 14 and Nov. 9. 


Coming out with a bang, the Trojans face tra- 
ditional powerhouse LSU in the Vegas Kickoff 
Classic on Sept 1. It will be just the third meeting 
between LSU and USC in football. USC won the 
first meeting between the teams in what is con- 
sidered one of the greatest games ever played 
in Tiger Stadium by a 17-12 count in 1979. LSU 
won the rematch in Los Angeles at the Colise- 
um in 1984 by a 23-3 margin. 


USC returns to Los Angeles for its home opener 
against Utah State on Sept. 7. The Trojans’ inau- 
gural Big Ten matchup will be in the Big House 
- a stage worthy of such a debut. USC travels 
to Michigan (with new head coach Sherrone 
Moore) on Sept. 21 for this iconic game to kick 
off a new era of Trojan football. The Trojans are 
6-4 against the Wolverines, last facing them in 
a 32-18 victory in the 2007 Rose Bowl. The Tro- 
jans then return home to the Coliseum to host 
Wisconsin on Sept. 28. USC holds a 6-1 record 
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against the Badgers, last falling to them 21-23 
in the 2015 Holiday Bowl. 


Another road game awaits the following week 
as USC visits Minnesota on Oct. 5. The Trojans 
are 6-1-1 against the Gophers, last playing them 
in 207), where they earned a 19-17 victory in the 
Coliseum. Back at home on Oct. 12, USC chal- 
lenges a familiar opponent, the Penn State Nit- 
tany Lions. USC is 6-4 versus Penn State, last 
defeating them 52-49 in 2077 in arguably one of 
the most iconic Rose Bowl games of all-time. 
The Trojans then travel back east for a first-time 
match up versus Maryland on Oct. 19. Wrapping 
up October, USC welcomes Rutgers, another 
new opponent, to the Coliseum on Oct. 26. 


USC travels to Washington (with new head 
coach Jedd Fisch] on Nov. 2 fora familiar match 
up. USC currently holds a 51-30-4 series record 
over Washington, not including Troy’s 2005 vic- 
tory which was vacated due to NCAA penalty 
(original record: 52-30-4). On Nov. 16, the Tro- 
jans host Nebraska in the Coliseum. USC is 3-0- 
1 versus the Cornhuskers, last facing them in 
2014, in a 45-42 victory in the Holiday Bowl. Fi- 
nally, USC travels to the Rose Bowl to challenge 
crosstown rival UCLA (with new head coach 
DeShaun Foster] to wrap up Big Ten Conference 
play on Nov. 23. USC leads its series with UCLA 
50-33-7, not including Troy’s 2004 and 2005 
victories that were vacated due to NCAA pen- 
alty (original record: 52-33-7). USC returns back 
to the Coliseum for its final home game of the 
2024 season against Notre Dame. The greatest 
intersectional rivalry in college football will be 
played on Nov. 30. 


The 2024 season will conclude with the annual 
Big Ten Football Championship Game on Dec. 
7 at Lucas Oil Stadium in Indianapolis, which will 
feature the top two teams in the overall confer- 
ence standings at the end of the regular season, 
with the winner earning the Big Ten Champion- 
ship. 


OFFENSE 


Lincoln Riley’s larger-than-life offense will con- 
tinue to pose a threat for opposing defenses. 


The Trojans finished the season No. 3 in the 
nation for scoring offense (41.8), No. 3 in team 
passing efficiency (170.88), No. 5 in passing of- 
fense (333.0) and No. 10 in total offense (467.6). 
Nine players who caught a pass last season re- 
turn in 2024. 


From the portal, Riley has brought in three new 
offensive weapons with starting experience. 


Although USC’s loses 2022 Heisman Tro- 
phy-winning and USC record-holding quarter- 
back Caleb Williams to possibly the No. 1 pick in 
the 2024 NFL Draft, there is much to be excited 
about ahead of the upcoming season. 


QUARTERBACKS 
Throughout history, the USC quarterback has 
become a household name. This season, a new 
face will join the fraternity of great Trojan quar- 


terbacks and add to the legacy.

MILLER MOSS 


Moss is capable of in the 2023 Holiday Bowl. In 
his 3-year career at USC, the Holiday Bow! MVP 
is 66-for-9e (71.7%] for 914 yards with 9 TDs 
and has rushed for 27 yards on 10 attempts in 12 
games with 1 start. He holds the record for most 
TD passes thrown in a Holiday Bowl (6), most TD 
passes thrown in a USC bowl game (6), most TD 
passes thrown by a USC QB is his first Trojan 
start (6) and tied the Pac-12 Bowl Game passing 
TD record (6). 


Said Riley: “After the way Miller played in the 
bowl game, and not just the way he played that 
night, but the way he handled those six weeks 
prior, we felt extremely confident in him and felt 
like there wasn’t much of a need to pursue any- 
one that was older.” 


Joining the Trojans from the portal is redshirt 
sophomore Jayden Maiava from UNLV. As a 
redshirt freshman in 2023, Maiava led UNLV 
to its most wins since 1984 and a first-ever 
appearance in the Mountain West Champion- 
ship. Maiava was named the 2023 Mountain 
West Freshman of the Year and the 2023 Col- 
lege Football Network Freshman Quarterback 
of the Year. He earned placement on the 2023 
All-Mountain West Second Team and the 2023 
Phil Steele All-Mountain West Second Team. He 
set the Mountain West record for Freshman of 
the Week honors with five. 


“We wanted to add a young guy that played,” 
said Riley. “We needed youth but also someone 
who could come in here and compete for the 
job.” 


Just like every position on the USC roster, 0B1 
will be earned; nothing is given and every day 
brings competition. 


“We're going to let those guys duke it out,” said 
Riley. “That's what its all about. There’s two 
starter level players in that room, and two guys 
that have proved it in different ways already. 
And they’re both certainly going to get their shot 
here.” 


Redshirt junior Jake Jensen and junior Gage 
Roy also return to Riley’s quarterback room.

USC will feel the impact of losing MarShawn 
Lloyd who looks to be one of the first backs off 
the board in the 2024 NFL Draft. 


The running back room will be full of fresh faces 
looking to make a big impact. Trojan fans saw 
glimpses of now sophomore Quinten Joyner 
in 2023 who saw action in 6 games as a true 
freshman. He recorded 18 carries for 125 yards 
(6.9 avg.) with along of 47 yards and scored 1TD. 
He also had 1 catch for 7 yards. Redshirt fresh- 
man A’Marion Peterson (2 carries for 14 yards 
[7.0 avg.]) looks to make his mark this season. 


Redshirt senior transfer Jo’Quavious “Woody” 
Marks, a record-breaking running back from 
Mississippi State, brings veteran experience to 
a youthful room. In his 4-year career at Missis- 
sippi State (2020-23), he recorded 410 carries 
for 1,883 yards (4.6 avg.} with a long of 52 yards 
and 2e TDs. He also tallied 214 receptions for 
1,225 yards (4.8 avg.) with a long of 32 and 5 
TDs. 


Four-star recruit, freshman Bryan Jackson, the 
2023 District 5-6A Offensive MVP out of Mck- 
inney High School in Texas, enrolled at USC in 
January ready for spring ball.

WIDE RECEIVERS 


While USE will be missing the exciting playmak- 
ers of Tahj Washington and Brenden Rice, the 
Trojan wide receiving corps will once again be a 
strength of the Trojan offense. With many play- 
ers in the room now with a year of experience 
under their belt, 2024 looks to be a year of elec- 
tric aerial production from some of the nation’s 
brightest young players. 


Redshirt junior Kyron Hudson, the most-se- 
nior of the wide receiver room, saw action in 13 
games [with 3 starts} as a redshirt sophomore 
in 2023. He had 17 receptions for 189 yards (111 
avg.} with a long of 33 yards and scored 2 TDs, 
including 1 in the Holiday Bow! victory against 


Louisville. He also participated on special 
teams and recorded 1 tackle and 1 blocked punt. 


As a sophomore in 2024, Zachariah Branch, a 
First Team All-American, will look to be an ac- 
tive contributor to the Trojan receiving corps as 
well as a thrilling returner on special teams. He 
had a stellar debut season as a true freshman 
in 2023. He is USC's first-ever true freshman 
First Team All-American, after being named 
a USA Today First Team All-American as a re- 
turner, a PFF First Team All-American as a re- 
turn specialist and a Sporting News First Team 
All-American as a punt returner. Branch was 
also named to the Walter Camp All-American 
Second Team and the FWAA All-American 
Second Team as a kick returner. He is the only 
freshman to earn placement on either of those 
teams. Additionally, he was named a Sports II- 
lustrated Second Team All-American as a kick 
returner, a FOX Sports Second Team All-Ameri- 
can as a kick returner, an Action Sports Second 
Team All-American as an all-purpose player, 
Phil Steele All-American Second Team as a 
specialist, a CBS Sports Honorable Mention 
All-American as a wide receiver/punt returner, 
a Sports Info Solutions All-American Second 
Teamer as a returner, a College Football News 
Honorable Mention Freshman All-American as 
a wide receiver, the College Football Network 
Freshman Specialist of the Year as a punt re- 
turner, a College Football Network Freshman 
All-American, a FWAA Freshman All-American, 
The Athletic First Team Freshman All-American, 
an All-Pac-le First Teamer as a return specialist, 
an All-Pac-le Honorable Mention as an all-pur- 
pose/special teams player, AP All-Pac-12 Sec- 
ond Teamer, and a Phil Steele All-Pac-12 First 
Teamer as a punt returner. Additionally, he won 
the Jet Award which is presented annually to 
the nation’s most outstanding return specialist. 
During the season, he was also named to The 
Sporting News and ESPN Midseason All-Amer- 
ican Teams. He collected 31 catches for 320 
yards (10.3 avg.) with a long of 36 yards and 
scored 2 TDs. Branch also rushed for 70 yards 
on 9 carries (7.8 avg.) with a long of 21 yards and 
scored1TD.As USC's return specialist, he tallied 
442 yards on 24 kickoff returns (18.4 avg.} with a 
long of 96 yards and running one back for a TD. 
He also recorded 332 yards on 16 punt returns 
(30.8 avg.) with a long of 75 yards, also running 
one back for a TO. He saw action in 11 games 
(all but Colorado and Arizona) while starting 9. 
He is the first Trojan since Adoree’ Jackson in 
2016 to have a punt return and kickoff return for 
a TD, as well as at least one receiving TD in the 
same season. Jackson had 2 punt returns and 2 
kickoff returns for TDs and1TO reception during

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the 2016 season. Since 1971 (when records are 
available) Branch is one of just 3 USC players to 
accomplish the feat, joining Jackson and Curtis 
Conway (1992 - 1 kickoff return TD, 1 punt return 
TD, 5 rec TDs}. 


Fellow sophomores Ja’Kobi Lane (7 catches for 
93 yards [13.3 avg.] with a long of 31 yards and 
2 TDs}, Makai Lemon (6 receptions for 88 yards 
[14.7 avg.] with a long of 40 yards and also saw 
action on defense) and Duce Robinson (16 re- 
ceptions for 351 yards [21.9 avg.] with a long of 
71 yards and 2 TDs and 1 blocked kick} will each 
have increased roles in 2024. 


Redshirt freshman Jaden Moore, senior Corey 
Nerhus and redshirt junior Josiah Zamora also 
make up the USC wideout unit. 


USC welcomed redshirt senior transfer Jaden 
Richardson from Tufts to Troy. In his 4-year ca- 
reer at Tufts (2020-23), he played in 22 games 
with 9 starts. As a senior in 2023, he was named 
to the All-NESCAC First Team and also was 
awarded the 2023 NESCAC Co-Offensive Play- 
er of the Year. Additionally, Richardson earned 
placement on the D3Football.com All-Region 
First Team and the D3Football.com All-Ameri- 
can Fourth Team. He recorded 46 receptions for 
830 yards (18.0 avg.) with a team-leading 13 TDs 
while playing and starting in all 9 games. 


Freshman Xavier Jordan, one of the nation’s 
top high school prospects, enrolled in January 
at USC. He was rated as the No. 4 player in the 
state of California by On3, No. 7 by 247 Sports, 
No. 9 by ESPN and No. 12 by Rivals. He was tout- 
ed as the No. 13 wide receiver in the country by 
On3, No. 15 by ESPN, No. 16 by 247Sports and 
No. 20 by Rivals. He was named a 2024 Under 
Armour All-American, a 2024 Polynesian Bowl 
All-Star and was invited to compete in the 2024 
NBC All-American Bowl. In his senior season at 
Sierra Canyon (Calif) HS in 2023, Jordan caught 
just 30 passes but turned it into 600 receiving 
yards (20.0 avg.) and 8 TDs.

In 2023, he saw action in 12 games with 4 
starts and recorded 26 catches for 262 yards 
(10.1 avg.) scoring 1TD. 


After moving to the offensive side of the ball 

to play tight end in 2023, redshirt sophomore 
Carson Tabaracci recorded 1 reception for 32 
yards and 4 tackles on special teams while 
seeing action in 12 games in 2023. He recorded 
his first reception in the Holiday Bowl versus 
Louisville. 


Redshirt freshman Kade Eldridge, who also 
saw brief action in the Holiday Bowl, and un- 
tested redshirt senior CJ Woods comprise the 
remaining Trojan tight end returners. 


Freshman Joey Olsen, the No. 1 player in the 
state of Oregon, enrolled in January to partici- 
pate in spring practice. He earned 2023 Oregon 
All-State 6A First Team and 2023 All-Three 
Rivers League First Team honors coming out of 
Lakeridge High School. 


Freshman Walter Matthews, the No. 2 tight end 
in the nation, and freshman Walker Lyons, a 
2023 Under Armour All-American who is cur- 
rently serving his Mormon mission in Norway, 
will arrive in the fall and certainly bolster an 
already talented tight end room.

OFFENSIVE LINE 


The USC offensive line unit returns 6 Trojans 
who have at least 1 game of starting experience. 
While two-time captain Justin Dedich’s big per- 
sonality and leadership and Jarrett Kingston's 
wealth of experience will be missing from the 
trenches, fellow 2023 captain redshirt senior 
Jonah Monheim will step in as the most veteran 
of the group. He started all 13 games, 12 times 
at left tackle and 1 time at right guard. He was 


named to the AP All-Pac-le Second Team and 
Phil Steele All-Pac-l2 Fourth Team. In 2024, 
Monheim will transition to center. 


Redshirt senior Emmanuel Pregnon (saw action 
in all 12 games with 72 starts at left guard) and 
redshirt junior Mason Murphy (played 13 games 
with 5 starts at right guard) return with signifi- 
cant palying experience. 


Redshirt senior Gino Quinones, a 2022 starter, 
saw action in 2 games with 1 start before suf- 
fering a season-ending injury that sidelined him 
for the remainder of the 2023 season. He will be 
back to compete for playing time in 2024.

With the exciting new additions to the de- 
fensive coaching staff, the USC defense will 
have a fresh new look. Familiar faces like DL 
Bear Alexander, DE Jamil Muhammad and LB 
Mason Cobb return with a plethora of midyear 
transfers. 


DEFENSIVE LINE 


The Trojans lose defensive linemen Kyon Barrs, 
Jack Sullivan and Solomon Byrd, but retain 
other important members of the defensive 
trenches as well as welcome some new players, 
both experienced and freshmen. 


Redshirt senior DE Jamil Muhammad returns 
as a leader of the defense. He saw action in all 
13 games making 12 starts as a redshirt junior 
in 2023. He decorated his stat sheet with 46 
tackles, including 10.5 for loss of 47 yards (with 
a team-leading 6.5 sacks for minus 41 yards], 4 
QB hurries, 2 forced fumbles, 1 INT and 1 PBU. 


Fellow redshirt seniors DL Kobe Pepe (4 tack- 
les) and DE Solomon Tuliaupupu (sidelined for 
the 2023 season after suffering an injury during 
training camp) also return in 2024. 


Junior DL Bear Alexander, a true difference 
maker in the trenches, will once again be a 
force to be reckoned with. After transferring 
from Georgia, he made an immediate impact by 
recording 48 tackles, including 6.5 for loss (with 
1.5 sacks}. He led the team with 4 QB hurries, 
2 forced fumbles, 1 fumble recovery and 1 PBU 
while appearing in all 13 games and starting 
Te (all except California).

Redshirt senior CB Jac- 
obe Covington (12 tackles, including 1 for loss 
of 2 yards, 1 INT and 1 PBU) will also compete 
for action. 


Senior CB Jaylin Smith, the Holiday Bowl 
Defensive MVP looks to once again be a starter. 
In 2023, he recorded 75 tackles, including 5.5 
for loss (with 1 sack], 1 forced fumble, 1 QB hurt 
and 71 PBU.

PLACEKICKERS 


Redshirt junior Denis Lynch, USC’s starting 
placekicker will also be back in 2024. Lynch 
scored 95 points for the Trojans going 65-of-66

Terrell, Texas (IMG Academy/Georgia)

(1 year at Georgia, 1 year at USC), he has 57 
tackles, including 9.5 for loss (with 3.5 sacks), 
16 OB hurries and 6 PBUs while appearing in 25 
games (with 12 starts). 

2024: Alexander will once again be a force 
to be reckoned with in the trenches on the 
defensive line as a junior in 2024. 

2023: Alexander, who transferred to 
USC in the fall of 2023 from Georgia, made 
an immediate impact by bolstering the Trojan 
defensive line.

He earned placement on the 2023 Associated 
Press Division 1 & 2 All-State First Team, the 
2023 MHSCFA All-State Division 2 First Team, 
2023 AIl-SMAC First Team and prior to the 
season, was selected to the 2023 Prep Red- 
zone Michigan Division 2 Preseason All-State 
Offense. As a junior in 2022, he was named to 
the AIl-SMAC First Team. Walker also played 
basketball for Portage Northern. 


MARCELLES WILLIAMS 
Williams, a four-star recruit, is touted as the 
No. 5 cornerback in the country by 247Sports, 
No. 9 by ESPN, No. 12 by Rivals and No. 24 by 
On3. He is rated as the No. 6 player in the state 
of California by 247Sports, No. 11 by ESPN and 
Rivals and No. 19 by On3. He is ranked as the 
No. 76 recruit in the nation by 247Sports, No. 
87 by Rivals and No. 92 by ESPN. He is 77th 
on the Top247 list, 89th on the Rivals 250 and 
33rd on the ESPN 300. He was selected as a 
2024 Polynesian Bowl All-Star and was invited 
to participate at the 2024 NBC All-American 
Bowl. During his senior season, he helped 
football powerhouse St. John Bosco (Calif) to 
win the 2023 CIF State Football Open Division 
Championship. He recorded 65 tackles, 2 
INTs 8 PBUs and 1 blocked field goal in 2023. 
Williams was named to the 2023 All-Trinity 
League First Team, the 2023 LA Times All-Star 
Team and was selected as a 2023 Los Angeles 
Rams High School All-Star. Prior to the season, 
he earned placement on the 2023 MaxPreps 
Preseason All-American First Team. In 2022, 
Williams helped the Braves to be crowned 
National Champions for the third time in 10 
years. That season, he tallied 46 tackles, 2 
INTs and 4 PBUs. He was named to the 2022 
MaxPreps Junior All-American First Team, 
2022 All-CIF Southern Section Division | Team 
and 20ee2 All-Trinity League First Team. Prior 
to the season, he was selected to the 2022 
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MaxPreps Preseason All-State First Team. As 

a sophomore in 2021, he racked up 42 tackles 
and 7 PBUs. He earned placement on the 2021 
MaxPreps Sophomore All-American First Team. 
Williams also wrote for his school’s paper. Wil- 
liams has two older brothers who play college 
football: Max who is a redshirt senior safety 

at USC and Macen who is a redshirt junior at 
Arizona State. 


JASON ZANDAMELA 
Zandamela, a four-star recruit, is touted as the 
No. 1 interior offensive lineman in the country 
by 247Sports, ESPN and Rivals. He is rated 
as the No. 7 player in the state of Florida by 
247Sports, No. 19 by On3, No. 21 by ESPN and 
No. 34 by Rivals. He is 42nd on the Top247 List, 
132nd on the ESPN 300 List and 216th on the 
Rivals 250 List. He was named a 2024 Under 
Armour All-American. A native of Mozambique, 
Africa, Zandamela, a former rugby player, had 
never even heard of football before coming to 
America in 2020.He was named to the 2023 
USA Today Florida Network Preseason All-State 
Team and the 2023 MaxPreps Preseason 
All-American Second Team before his senior 
season at Clearwater Academy (Fla.). During 
his junior season in 2022, he helped block for 
a Knights’ offense that averaged 7.8 yards per 
carry and totaled 198.2 yards on the ground per 
game. 
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USC HEAD COACH LINCOLN RILEY 


Lincoln Riley is 
one of the nation’s 
most successful 
coaches. In_ fact, 
he has had more 
success before the 
age of 40 than any 
other head coach 
in college football 
history. Lincoln Ri- 
ley has been a head 
coach for 6 seasons 


and has developed 3 of the last 7 Heisman 
Trophy winners, all of whom are quarterbacks. 
Riley is also the only head coach to coach 3 
Heisman winning quarterbacks. From coach- 
ing 3 Heisman Trophy winners, to having an 80 
percent winning record, to appearing in 3 Col- 
lege Football Playoffs, Lincoln Riley’s coaching 
achievements set a standard of excellence. 

And didn’t take long for Riley to imple- 
ment that standard at USC. In his first season 
as USC’s head coach in 2022, the 39-year-old 
led the Trojans to have equaled the biggest 
one-season victory turnaround (+7 victories) in 
USC history (USC’s 1962 national champs won11 
games after winning just 4 in 1961}. Last season, 
Troy won 4 games and in 2022, it had 11 victo- 
ries. Riley tied the record for most victories by a 
first-year head coach (tied with John Robinson 
in 1976. This also ties the Pac-12 record). Riley's 
Trojans went 11-3 in 2022 to bring USC back to 
the top of the college football landscape. USC 
went undefeated in the Coliseum (7-0), doing 
so for the first time since 2077 Riley guided the 
Trojans to a Pac-le Championship appearance 
and to a Cotton Bow! appearance. In Riley’s 
electric offense, USC scored 579 points in 2022 
compared to just 344 points scored in 2021. The 
Trojans finished the season nationally ranked 
No. 1in turnover margin (1.57), No. 1in turnovers 
lost (7), No. 1 in fumbles lost (2). No. 2 in 3rd 
down conversion percentage (0.536), No. 2 in 
passes had intercepted (5), No. 3 in first downs 
offense (359), No. 3 in passes intercepted (19), 
No. 3 in passing offense (335.4), No. 3 in scoring 
offense (41.4), No. 3 in team passing efficiency 
(169.20), No. 3 in total offense (506.6) and No. 5 
in turnovers gained (29). 

Riley’s 2022 Trojans broke six USC records. 
The 2022 team now holds the USC record for 
most yards passing in a single season (4,696 
yards in 14 games), most passes attempted ina 
single season (515), most touchdown passes in 
a single season (43), lowest percentage of pass- 
es had intercepted (0.97%, 5 in 515 attempts), 
most games scoring 30+ points (12) and most 
games scoring 40+ points (10). They also tie the 
USC single-game record for most touchdowns 
on interception returns (3 vs. Rice). 

Under Riley’s tutelage in 2022, quarterback 
Caleb Williams was named the 88th recipient of 
the Heisman Trophy. In addition to winning col- 
lege football's most prestigious award, Williams 
also was named the 2022 Walter Camp Player 
of the Year, the 202e AP Player of the Year, the 
2022 Maxwell Award winner, the 2022 Sporting 
News College Football Player of the Year, the 
2022 CBS Sports Player of the Year, the 2022 
Action Sports Player of the Year, the 2022 CFPA 
National Performer of the Year and the 2022 
Pac-le Offensive Player of the Year. Defensive 
lineman Tuli Tuipulotu was the Polynesian Col- 
lege Football Player of the Year, the Pac-le De- 
fensive Player of the Year, the defensive Morris 
Trophy winner and was a finalist for the Bronko 
Nagurski Trophy, the Rotary Lombardi Award, 


the Chuck Bednarik Award, the Ted Hendricks 
Award, and the Lott IMPACT Trophy. Both Tuip- 
ulotu and Williams were Unanimous First Team 
All-Americans, USC’s first since 2012. Offensive 
linemen Brett Neilon and Andrew Vorhees and 
defensive back Calen Bullock were also named 
First Team All-Americans. Riley’s 5 First Team 
All-Americans were the most in a single season 
since 2007 when USC also had 5 first teamers. 
Jordan Addison, Mekhi Blackmon, Tuli Tuipulo- 
tu, Andrew Vorhees, Caleb Williams were all se- 
lected to the All-Pac-le First Team, and Vorhees 
was the offensive recipient of the Morris Trophy. 
Riley was a finalist for the 2022 Eddie Robinson 
Coach of the Year Award. He threw out the first 
pitch at a Dodgers game in May of 2022. 

His 2023 Trojans went 8-5 and 5-4 in Pac- 
Te play. Riley’s high-powered brand of offense, 
led by defending Heisman Trophy winner quar- 
terback Caleb Williams, put up points all season 
resulting in USC ranking No. 3 in the nation in 
scoring offense (41.8), No. 3 in team passing 
efficiency (170.88), No. 5 in passing offense 
(333.0) and No. 10 in total offense (467.6). Wil- 
liams ranked in the national Top 20 in points 
responsible for per game, points responsible 
for, passing efficiency, passing yards per game, 
passing touchdowns, yards per pass attempt, 
total offense, passing yards, completion per- 
centage, passing yards per completion and 
completions per game. He was a finalist for the 
Manning Award and Johnny Unitas Golden Arm 
Award. Freshman wide receiver and electric re- 
turn specialist Zachariah Branch was named 
USC's first-ever true freshman First Team 
All-American for his special teams efforts. 
Branch also won the Jet Award presented an- 
nually to the nation’s most outstanding return 
specialist. He was the first Trojan since Adoree’ 
Jackson in 2016 to have a punt return and kick- 
off return for a TD, as well as at least one re- 
ceiving TD in the same season. Jackson had 2 
punt returns and 2 kickoff returns for TOs and 1 
TD reception during the 2016 season. Since 1971 
(when records are available) Branch is one of 


just 3 USC players to accomplish the feat, join- 
ing Jackson and Curtis Conway (1992 - 1 kickoff 
return TD, 1 punt return TD, 5 rec TDs). The Tro- 
jans wrapped up the season ona high-note with 
a thrilling Holiday Bowl victory as quarterback 
Miller Moss stepped in leading the Trojans to 
defeat No. 16 Louisville 42-28. Moss, the Holi- 
day Bowl Offensive MVP threw 6 touchdown 
passes setting the record for most touchdown 
passes thrown in a Holiday Bowl, most touch- 
down passes thrown in a USC bowl game, most 
touchdown passes thrown by a USC QB is his 
first Trojan start and tied the Pac-12 Bowl Game 
passing touchdown record. Wide receiver Tahj 
Washington also amassed 1,000 yards for the 
first time in his career. 

Riley was hired by USC on Nov. 28, 2021. He 
arrived after serving as the head coach at Okla- 
homa, winning 85 percent of his games in five 
seasons there and led the Sooners to four Big 
Te titles and four New Year's Six bowls with three 
College Football Playoff appearances. 

Riley posted a 55-10 overall record in his 
five years (2017-21) at Oklahoma for an impres- 
sive .846 winning percentage. His Sooners were 
37-7 (.841) in league play and won Big 12 cham- 
pionships in his first four years there as he be- 
came the first person to win outright Football 
Bowl Subdivision conference crowns in each 
of his first four seasons as a collegiate head 
coach. He set Oklahoma records for most victo- 
ries in his first two (24), three (36) and four (45) 
seasons, breaking marks held by Barry Switzer 
and Bob Stoops. 

After serving as the offensive coordinator 
and quarterbacks coach for two of the most pro- 
lific offenses in QU’s history, Riley took over as 
the Sooners’ head coach in 2017 when Stoops 
retired. He was the youngest FBS head coach 
(33) at the time of his hiring. He also coached 
the OU quarterbacks and called the offensive 
plays while serving as head coach, running a 
balanced offensive attack. 

Riley led his initial Oklahoma squad to a 
Je-2 overall record in 2017, becoming just the

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fifth FBS coach with no previous head coaching 
experience at a four-year college to win at least 
12 games in his debut season. The Sooners won 
the Big 1e title by going 8-1, played in the CFP 
semifinal in the Rose Bowl and finished third 
in the final AP poll. Quarterback Baker Mayfield 
won the Heisman Trophy that season, along 
with the Maxwell, Davey O’Brien, Manning, Wal- 
ter Camp Player of the Year and AP Player of the 
Year Awards, and was the No. 1 pick of the 2018 
NFL Draft. Tight end Mark Andrews won the 2017 
Mackey Award. 

Oklahoma was again 12-e overall and 8-1 
while winning the Big 12 championships in 2018 
and 2019. He was the Big 12 Co-Coach of the 
Year in 2018. Quarterback Kyler Murray won the 
2018 Heisman Trophy, O’Brien Award and Man- 
ning Award, was the AP Player of the Year and 
was the No. 1 selection in the 2020 NFL Draft, 
while quarterback Jalen Hurts was the Heisman 
runner-up in 2019. The Sooners appeared in the 
Orange Bowl in 2018 and Peach Bowl in 2019, 
both CFP semifinals. OU was fourth in the final 
AP poll in 2018 and seventh in 2019. 

Inthe COVID-impacted 2020 season, Okla- 
homa went 9-2 overall, won the Big 12 at 6-2, 
beat Florida in the Cotton Bowl and was sixth in 
the final AP poll. 

In 2021, the Sooners were 10-2 in the 
just-completed regular season, tied for second 
in the Big 12 standings at 7-e and are ranked 
13th by AP. 

Riley spent 2015 and 2016 as Oklahoma’s 
offensive coordinator and quarterbacks coach. 
He won the Broyles Award as the nation’s top 
assistant coach in 2015 when his offense 
ranked seventh nationally in total offense. In 
2016, receiver Dede Westbrook won the Bilet- 
nikoff Award and was fourth in the Heisman 
voting, while running back Joe Mixon set the OU 
season all-purpose yardage record (2,331 yards} 
and fellow running back Samaje Perine set the 
school career rushing mark (4,122 yards). 

Riley came to Oklahoma after five sea- 
sons (2010-14) as the offensive coordinator and 
quarterbacks coach at East Carolina. He added 
the title of assistant head coach in 2014. The Pi- 
rates, running a spread offensive scheme, set 
more than 50 team and individual school offen- 
sive records during his time there. His squads 
had the top five passing seasons in school his- 
tory and top four total offense marks. In 2014, 
ECU set a school season mark with 6,929 yards 
of total offense. East Carolina appeared in the 
national Top 10 in such categories as passing 
and scoring offense, third down conversion per- 
centage and red zone scoring efficiency. 

His Pirate wide receivers Justin Hardy 
and Zay Jones became the most productive 
pass catchers in FBS history. Hardy caught an 
NCAA record 387 career passes for 4,541 yards 
(including a trio of 1,000-yard seasons). Jones, 
who Riley coached for the first two years of his 
career, went on to break Hardy’s mark with 399 
career receptions. 

East Carolina quarterback Dominique Da- 
vis was the 2010 Conference USA Newcomer of 
the Year and set school records for career com- 
pletions and TD passes. He completed an NCAA 
record 36 consecutive passes in 2011. He was 
succeeded by Shane Carden, who broke many 
of Davis’ record. Carden set ECU season marks 
for passing yards (4,736 in 2014) and completion 
percentage (.705 in 2013) and was the Confer- 
ence USA MVP in 2013 followed by the Ameri- 
can Conference's Offensive Player of the Year in 
2014. 


Riley was on the football and track teams 
at Muleshoe (Tex.} High, a West Texas town of 
5,000. He was a walk-on quarterback at Texas 
Tech in the spring and summer of 2003 before 
starting his coaching career as a student as- 
sistant there under head coach Mike Leach for 
three seasons (2003-05), working with the of- 
fense. 

He became an offensive graduate as- 
sistant at Texas Tech in 2006, then joined the 
Red Raiders’ fulltime staff as the wide receiv- 
ers coach in 2007 and the inside wide receiv- 
ers coach in 2008 and 2009. In 20039, he called 
plays as the interim offensive coordinator in 
the Alamo Bowl, producing 579 yards of of- 
fense. His wide receiver Michael Crabtree won 
the 2007 Biletnikoff Award while establishing 
Big 12 and NCAA freshman records with 134 
receptions for 1,962 yards, while fellow wideout 
Danny Amendola also had a 100-catch, 1,000- 
yard season in 2007 The Red Raiders played in 
a bowl in each of his seven seasons and Tech 
quarterbacks won NCAA passing titles in 2003, 
2004, 2005 and 2007. 

Riley received his bachelor’s degree in ex- 


ercise and sports science from Texas Tech in 
2006. 

He was born on Sept. 5, 1983, in Lubbock, 
Tex. He and his wife, Caitlin, have two daugh- 
ters, Sloan and Stella. His younger brother, Gar- 
rett, is the offensive coordinator at Clemson af- 
ter previously coaching at TCU (where he helped 
coach the Horned Frogs to the 20ee National 
Championship game), SMU, Appalachian State, 
Kansas, East Carolina and Augustana College 
and playing quarterback at Texas Tech and Ste- 
phen F. Austin. 
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USC ASSISTANT COACH BIOGRAPHIES 


DOUG BELK 
Secondary 


Doug Belk, one of the biggest rising stars in 
college football's coaching landscape, enters 
his first season as USC’s secondary coach. 


Belk spent the previous 5 seasons at Houston 
and has held the associate head coach/defen- 
sive coordinator role since 2021. From 2019-20, 
he was a co-defensive coordinator. 


In his 5 seasons as a defensive or co-defensive 
coordinator at Houston, Belk has mentored 13 
All-American Athletic Conference honorees, 
including 5 First Team selections, and 8 All- 
Big 12 Conference honorees, including e First 
Teamers. Five players from Belk’s defenses 
have been selected in the NFL Draft including 
DL Payton Turner who was taken in the first 
round (28th overall pick - 2021) by the New 
Orleans Saints and DE Logan Hall who was 
chosen in the second round (33rd overall pick - 
2022) by the Tampa Bay Buccaneers. 


He rebranded Houston’s defensive culture by 
bringing back a former nickname: The Third 
Ward Defense. This name emphasized tough- 
ness, grit and leaned into the city’s history and 
culture. 


After a challenging 2019 season and shortened 
2020 season due to the COVID-19 pandemic, 
Belk’s defensive transformation began to come 
to fruition in 2021. 


In 2021, Belk led one of the best pass defenses 
in the nation, allowing only 194 yards per game 
through the air, ranking 18th in the nation. 
Houston's 55.2 completion percentage allowed 
ranked eighth nationally. The 20.5 points per 
game allowed ranked 19th in the country and 
the 302.2 yards allowed ranked sixth. The 
Cougar defensive line, nicknamed “Sack Ave”, 
racked up 45.0 sacks, ranked fifth nationally. 


That season, Belk was named a semifinalist for 
the Broyles Award and was on the 2022 sum- 
mer edition of Dave Campbell’s Texas Football 
40 Under 40 list. 


In 2022, Houston’s defense ranked Tith na- 
tionally. DL D’Anthony Jones led the nation in 
forced fumbles and OB Jayce Rogers finished 
second in the conference in interceptions. 
Four Houston defenders earned all-conference 
honors during 2022 including Jones as a First 
Team honoree. 


In 2023, DB A.J. Haulcy finished the regular 
season ranked No. 4 in the nation and No. 1in 
the AAC in solo tackles (6.1, while DL Nelson 
Ceaser was No. 9 in the nation and No. 1in the 
AAC in sacks (6.1). 


Prior to arriving in Houston, Belk served as 
the cornerbacks coach at West Virginia for 2 
seasons. 


The 2017 Mountaineer defense ranked No. 16 
nationally in most defensive three-and-outs 
per game and No. 24 in third-down defense. 


The 2018 season saw Belk’s cornerbacks play 
a pivotal role in West Virginia ranking second in 
the Big Te and No. 20 nationally with 15 inter- 
ceptions. CB Keith Washington Jr. tied for fifth 
in the Big Te with 3 interceptions on the year. 
West Virginia recorded 12 interceptions to rank 
No. 1in the conference. 


From 2014-16, Belk served as a defensive grad- 
uate assistant coach at Alabama working with 
the defensive backs. He worked directly with 
Head Coach Nick Saban and Defensive Coordi- 
nators Kirby Smart and Jeremy Pruitt, assisting 
with all aspects of the defensive secondary as 
well as with special teams. During his tenure at 
Alabama, the Crimson Tide was 40-4, earning 3 
College Football Playoff appearances, winning 
the 2015 National Championship, finishing as 
national runner-up in 2016 and winning 3 SEC 
titles (2014-16). 


The 2014 Crimson Tide defense was No. 6 
nationally in scoring defense and No. 12 na- 
tionally in total defense. Belk helped develop 

S Landon Collins, who finished his senior 
season as a unanimous All-American selection 
and was drafted by the New York Giants in the 
second round. 


The 2015 defense was No. 3 nationally in 
scoring defense and total defense, No. 10 in 
interceptions and No. 30 in passing yards 
allowed. Belk tutored S Eddie Jackson, who 
earned All-American honors as well as CB 
Minkah Fitzpatrick and CB Marlon Humphrey 
who were named to freshman All-American 
teams. He also worked with CB Cyrus Jones 
who was drafted in the second round by the 
New York Giants. 


The 2016 defense was No. 1 nationally in scor- 
ing defense and No. 2 in total defense. The unit 
was also No. 9 nationally and No. 2 in the SEC 
in pass efficiency defense, No. 14 in intercep- 
tions and No. 24 in passing yards allowed. That 
season, Fitzpatrick was named a consensus 
All-American, Humphrey earned All-America 
First-Team honors and Jackson was an All-SEC 
First-Teamer. 


Prior to Alabama, Belk was the secondary 
coach at Valdosta State in Valdosta, Ga. from 
2012-13. During the 2071 season, he was a 
defensive assistant and worked with special 
teams. 


During his tenure, the Blazers produced a 24-10 
record and won the NCAA Division II National 
Championship in 2012. Belk coached 2 Division 
I All-Americans, 2 Academic All-Americans 
and 3 All-Gulf South Conference selections. 
CBs Dominique Wheeler and Matt Pierce 
signed free agent contracts in the NFL with the 
Jacksonville Jaguars and Tennessee Titans, 
respectively. 


MATT ENTZ 
Assistant Head Coach for Defense 
Linebackers 


Matt Entz, a two-time FCS national champi- 
onship winning head coach, enters his first 
season as USC’s assistant head coach for 
defense/linebackers coach. 


Entz posted a 60-10 overall record in his 5 
years (2019-23) as the head coach at North 
Dakota State for an impressive .857 winning 
percentage. He led his team to 2 NCAA Divi- 
sion | FCS national championships, including 
in his first season as the head coach. 


Throughout his time at NDSU, his Bison were 
32-7 (.821] in league play and won two Missouri 
Valley Football Conference championships. 


Entz was named the FCS National Coach of the 
Year in 2019 and 2021 by the American Football 
Coaches Association. He is a two-time finalist 
for the Stats Perform Eddie Robinson Award, 
presented to the FCS National Coach of the 
Year as Selected by a national media panel, 
and he is a two-time recipient of the Bruce 
Craddock MVFC Coach of the Year award. Addi- 
tionally, he was also named the 2019, 2020 and 
2021 AFCA FCS Region 4 Coach of the Year. 


Entz became the first Division | head football 
coach to go 16-0 in his first full season at the 
helm, defeating James Madison 28-20 to win 
the 2019 Division | FCS national Championship. 
The 2019 Bison became the first modern-era 
college football team in any division to finish a 
season 16-0, joining the 1894 Yale Bulldogs as 
the only 16-0 teams in college football history. 


North Dakota State completed the 2019 season 
with an FCS-record 37-game winning streak 
(beginning in the 2017 season). The streak ex- 
tended to 39 games in the spring of 2021 due 
to the COVID-19 pandemic, and it is the third 
longest winning streak in Division | football 
history. 


The 2020 Bison posted a 7-3 overall record and 
a 5-2 MVFC record, falling in the quarterfinals 
of the FCS playoffs. 


Entz led the 2021 squad to NDSU'’s ninth FCS 
national championship in program history by 
defeating Montana State 38-10 and recording a 
14-1 overall season record. 


In 2022, the Bison once again reached the FCS 
Division | national championship game, but fell 
to South Dakota State. They recorded a 12-3 
overall record and a 7-1 MVFC record. 


In 2023, Entz led the Bison to an 11-4 overall 
record (5-3 in MVFC play) where they reached 
the Division | FCS semifinal. 


As head coach of NOSU, Entz tutored 8 NFL 
draft picks, including the 2021 No. 3 overall 
pick, OB Trey Lance. He also had 20 players 


earn All-American honors between 2019-22. 


Prior to being named head coach, Entz was 
NDSU's defensive coordinator for 5 sea- 

sons (2014-18). He was named the 2018 FCS 
Coordinator of the Year and was a finalist for 
the award 3 times. He led a Bison defense 
that allowed less than 14 points per game over 
his 5 seasons as the defensive coordinator 
and consistently ranked in the top 5 of FCS in 
scoring defense and total defense. NOSU had 
eight FCS All-American honorees on defense 
during his 5 seasons as defensive coordinator, 
including linebackers MJ Stumpf, Nick DeLuca 
and Jabril Cox. 


Prior to arriving at NDSU, Entz served as the as- 
sociate head coach, co-defensive coordinator 
and defensive line coach at Western Illinois in 
2013. Under his tutelage, LB Kevin Kintzel still 
holds the program’s all-time defensive scoring 
record with 18 INTs and 3 defensive TDs. The 
Leathernecks led the MVFC in passing defense 
(149.0) and opponent first downs (16.2). 


Entz spent the previous 3 years (2010-12) 

at Northern lowa. He was named defensive 

line coach in 2010 and assumed defensive 
coordinator duties in 2012. UNI placed first in 
the MVFC in 2010 and 2071. In 201), DL Ben 
Boothby earned AP and AFCA FCS All-Ameri- 
can First Team honors and was also a two-time 
All-MVFC First Team honoree (2010 and 207). 


Entz was the defensive coordinator from 

200e to 2009 at Winona State, where he was 
promoted to associate head coach in 2003 and 
was with the defensive line for 3 years before 
becoming linebackers coach in 2005. He was 
named the AFCA Division II Assistant Coach of 
the Year in 2008. 


Prior to that, Entz was the assistant head 
football coach and linebackers coach at Wayne 
(Neb.} State from 1999 to 2001 and the defen- 
sive coordinator at Illinois College in 1998. He 
holds certification from the National Strength 
and Conditioning Association and served as 

an assistant strength and conditioning coach 
during his time at Wayne State. 


Entz earned a bachelor’s degree in biology 
from Wartburg College in 1995 and a master’s 
degree in education and exercise science from 
Wayne (Neb, State College in 1998. 

He and his wife, Brenda, have two sons, Kellen 
and Konner. 


ZACH HANSON 
Tight Ends/Assistant Head Coach for 
Offense 


Zach Hanson, regarded as one of the game’s 
top young coaches, enters his third season as 
USC’s tight ends coach and his first with the as- 
sistant head coach for offense title. 


In 2023, Hanson's tight ends were part of an 
offense that was ranked No. 3 in the nation in 
scoring offense (41.8) and No. 10 in the nation in 
total offense (467.6). 


In 2022, he led a group of tight ends who con- 
tributed to a recorded-setting season for the 
Trojan offense. USC played in the Cotton Bowl 
to conclude the season. 


He spent the previous 2 seasons (2020-21) as 
the offensive line coach at Tulsa. He coached 
Tyler Smith, who was a Freshman All-American 
and an All-American Athletic Conference first 
team pick in 2020. Offensive tackle Chris Paul 
has received an invitation to the 2022 NFL Com- 
bine and the 2022 Senior Bowl. In his two sea- 
sons at Tulsa, Hanson had 7 offensive linemen 
earn All-American Athletic Conference honors. 
The Golden Hurricane played in the 2020 Armed 
Forces Bowl and 2021 Myrtle Beach Bowl. Tulsa 
also played in the 2020 American Athletic Con- 
ference championship against Cincinnati. 


He was a senior offensive analyst at Oklahoma 
in 2019 when the Sooners played in the College 
Football Playoff semifinal in the Peach Bowl. 


In 2018, he was the tight ends coach and as- 
sistant offensive line coach at Kansas State, his 
alma mater. 


He spent 2016 and 2017 at North Carolina as 
a graduate assistant for special teams. The 
Tar Heels led the nation in punt return defense 
(0.2) and were second in kickoff returns (26.97) 
in 2016. Punter Tom Sheldon was a Freshman 
All-American in 2017, North Carolina was in the 
2016 Sun Bowl. 


He began his coaching career at Kansas State 
for 4 seasons (2012-15), serving as an offensive 
quality control coach in 2O01e and then the final 
3 years as an offensive graduate assistant. He 
worked with the offensive line during his first 3 
years there and with the wide receivers in 2015. 
The Wildcats, who won the Big 12 Champion- 
ship in 2012, played in the 2013 Fiesta Bowl, 
2013 Buffalo Wild Wings Bowl, 2015 Alamo Bow! 
and 2016 Liberty Bowl. 


Hanson was an offensive tackle at Kansas State 
(2008-11), earning 2071 All-Big 12 first team and 
Academic All-Big 12 second team accolades. 
He appeared in 37 games in his career, includ- 
ing starting at left tackle in 2011 when the Wild- 
cats went 10-3 and appeared in the Cotton Bowl. 
Kansas State also played in the 2010 Pinstripe 
Bowl. 


He originally signed with Nevada out of high 
school but opted to attend Sacramento City 
College prior to going to Kansas State. 


He earned a bachelor’s degree in social scienc- 
es in 2010 and his master’s degree in sociology 
in 2014, both from Kansas State. 


He prepped at Linden (Calif.) High. 


His wife, Annie, is USC’s executive director of 
football recruiting. 


ERIC HENDERSON 
Co-Defensive Coordinator, 
Run Game Coordinator 
Defensive Line 


Eric Henderson, a Super Bow! Champion and 
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award-winning coach, enters his first season 
as USC's co-defensive coordinator/run game 
coordinator/defensive line coach. 


Henderson most recently served as the defen- 
sive line coach/run game coordinator for the 
Los Angeles Rams. 


In the 2023 season, the Rams finished the 
season ranked No. 8 in run defense with a 
70.2 grade per PFF. The Rams finished the 
regular season with 41.0 sacks with 4 players 
recording 6.0+ sacks. This was the first time 
since 1985 that the Rams have had 4 play- 

ers with 6.0+ sacks on the season. DT Aaron 
Donald was named a Pro Bowler and earned 
First Team All-Pro. This marks his 10th Pro 
Bowl appearance and eighth First Team All-Pro 
recognition. In 2023, Donald tallied 56 tackles, 
including 8 sacks, and 3 PBUs. Henderson 
tutored DT Kobie Turner, who was arguably the 
best rookie pass rusher in the NFL in 2023 and 
is a strong candidate for Defensive Rookie of 
the Year. He led the Rams with J sacks. Turner 
recorded 58 tackles, including 9.5 sacks on the 
season. That sack total tied Donald’s mark for 
the franchise’s rookie record. Turner won NFC 
Defensive Rookie of the Month for January. He 
recorded 5 sacks, 15 tackles and 4 TFLs in the 
final 6 games of the year, helping elevate the 
performance of the entire defense. 


In 2022, the Rams rush defense ranked among 
the best in the NFL. Henderson’s defensive line 
helped the Rams finish third in fewest missed 
tackles on rush plays (51), eighth in percentage 
of opponent rushes that resulted in first downs 
(23.3%), ninth in defensive total rush EPA 
(42.97], ninth in opponent rushes for touch- 
downs (37.92), tied for 10th in total rushing 
touchdowns allowed (12) and finished 12th in 
total rushing first downs allowed (106). Accord- 
ing to PFF, the Rams defense concluded the 
season with the highest grade against the rush 
(87.0) and only allowed two players to eclipse 
the 100-yard rushing mark on the season. The 
Rams were 1 of 4 teams to enter Week 17 with- 
out allowing a 100- yard rusher due to strong 
performances on the defensive line. The Rams 
defense also finished 13th in total rush yards 
allowed (1,956), opponent rush yards per game 
(115.1), and successful play rate on defensive 
rushes (61.5%). 


In 2021, the Rams defense ranked third in 
sacks (50.0) and fifth in tackles for loss (85) 
during the regular season. Henderson also 
helped the Rams’ defense finish fifth in yards 
per rush (3.96) and sixth in opponent rushing 
yards per game (103.2). The Rams’ defense 
held opponents to a 51.8% red zone efficiency 
rate, which ranked eighth-best in the NFL. In 
the playoffs, the Rams tied a Super Bow! record 
with seven sacks in their 23-20 win over the 
Bengals at SoFi Stadium on Feb. 13 and had 12 
overall during that postseason run.Henderson’s 
leadership allowed perennial All-Pro OT Aaron 
Donald to continue stacking career accolades 
while also helping players such as Greg Gaines, 
A’Shawn Robinson and Marquise Copeland 
emerge as steady contributors. Gaines had 

a career season in 20e1 with 13 starts and 

55 tackles, 4.5 sacks, five tackles for loss, 14 
quarterback hits and 34 pressures (including 
postseason). Henderson also elevated the 

play of AShawn Robinson, who had a stellar 
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performance in Super Bowl LVI with six tackles 
(five solo), 1.0 sack, one tackle for loss, three 
pressures and one quarterback hit. Robinson 
finished the 2021 regular season with 89 tack- 
les (45 solo}, 3.0 sacks, two forced fumbles, 
three tackles for loss, three quarterback hits 
and 17 pressures. 


After the season, Henderson was nationally 
recognized by winning the 2021 John Teerlinck 
Defensive Line Coach of the Year award, as vot- 
ed by his peers. The award is given out annually 
at the NFL Combine and is named after John 
Teerlinck who is widely regarded as one of the 
top defensive line coaches in NFL history. 


In his second season in 2020, the Rams fin- 
ished second in the league in sacks (53.0). The 
defensive front helped the No. 1 ranked defense 
finish third in the NFL in rush defense, while 
giving up the fewest points per game (18.5), 
passing yards per game (190.7) and total yards 
per game (281.9). 


Under Henderson’s tutelage, the Rams ranked 
top 5 in sacks back-to-back years (2019 and 
2020). DT Aaron Donald became the third 
player in league history to win Defensive Player 
of the Year three times. He was also named the 
PFWA Defensive Player of the Year award for 
the second time. Donald finished the season 
with a team-high 13.5 sacks, his fourth-straight 
season with at least 11.0 sacks. 


In Henderson's debut season in 2019, the Rams 
rushing defense allowed only 3.74 yards per 
rush, the sixth-best average in the league. This 
improvement marked a more than 1.0 yard 

per rush improvement from the 4.86 yards per 
rush allowed during the 2018 season, prior to 
Henderson's arrival. The defensive front tallied 
50.0 sacks, the fourth-highest in the league. 
The unit also featured Donald, who recorded 
double-digit sacks (12.5) for the third-consec- 
utive season and earned Pro Bowl and First 
Team All-Pro honors. 


Prior to coaching with the Rams, Henderson 
served as an assistant defensive line coach 
for the Chargers for 2 seasons (2017-2018). 

In 2018, the defense finished with 38.0 total 
sacks and DE Melvin Ingram led the team with 
(7.0). Ingram was selected to the 2019 Pro Bowl 
marking his second consecutive appearance. 


During Henderson’s first season with the 
Chargers in 2017 the defense finished fifth 

in the NFL in total sacks with 43.0. DE Joey 
Bosa ended the season with a career-high 12.5 
sacks, which ranked seventh in the league. 


Henderson spent the 2016 season at the Uni- 
versity of Texas - San Antonio as the defensive 
line coach. The Roadrunners went on to play 

in the Gildan New Mexico Bowl against New 
Mexico. Henderson coached junior DE Marcus 
Davenport, who recorded a team-high 6.5 
sacks and a program-record 8 OBHs during the 
2016 season. Davenport went on to be the 2017 
Conference USA Defensive Player of the Year 
and was selected No. 14 overall by the New Or- 
leans Saints in the 2018 NFL Draft, the highest 
Roadrunner ever drafted and just the second 
draft selection ever from UTSA. 


Prior to joining the Roadrunners, Henderson 


spent three seasons at Oklahoma State from 
2013-15. He spent his first two years in Still- 
water working as a graduate assistant before 
transitioning to a defensive quality control 
coach in 2015. He was regarded as one of 

the Cowboys’ top recruiters during his tenure. 
During his three years at Oklahoma State, the 
Cowboys posted a combined 27-12 record and 
made three bowl appearances. Henderson 
helped tutor DE Emmanuel Ogbah, who earned 
All-American accolades, was named 2015 Big 
12 Conference Defensive Player of the Year and 
was drafted in the second round (3end overall) 
by the Cleveland Browns. 


Henderson made his coaching debut in 2012 
as a defensive assistant at Georgia Military 
College, where he coached the linebackers 
and secondary. The Bulldogs finished with a 
7-4 record and made an appearance in the 
C.H.A.M.PS. Heart of Texas Bowl. 


Henderson played three years in the National 
Football League with the Cincinnati Bengals 
from 2006-08 after being signed as an un- 
drafted free agent. He also spent three years 
(2009-11) with the Las Vegas Locomotives of 
the United Football League, helping the team 
win a pair of league championships. 


Henderson was a three-time All-Atlantic Coast 
Conference defensive end at Georgia Tech from 
2003-05. He set the school’s career record for 
tackles for loss with 59.5 and finished with 175 
tackles, 25 sacks (No. 4 in program history}, 8 
PBUs and 7 forced fumbles. 


Henderson, a native of New Orleans, La., 
earned a bachelor’s degree in management 
from Georgia Tech and is working toward a 
master’s degree in educational psychology. He 
and his wife, Shanea, were married in 2021. 


JOSH HENSON 
Offensive Coordinator 
Offensive Line 


Josh Henson, who has 25 years of coaching 
experience primarily in the SEC and Big 1e and 
has been part of a national championship staff, 
enters his second season as the offensive 
coordinator and offensive line coach. 


In 2023, Henson's offensive line was part of an 
offense that was ranked No. 3 in the nation in 
scoring offense (41.8) and No. 10 in the nation 
in total offense (467.6). Their protection allowed 
quarterback Caleb Williams to rank in the top 
10 in the nation in 8 different statistical catego- 
ries. USC was victorious over No. 16 Louisville 
in the Holiday Bowl to end the season. 


Henson led one of the best offensive line units 
in the nation. The Trojan offensive line was a 
semifinalist for the Joe Moore Award and was 
instrumental in protecting quarterback Caleb 
Williams to allow him to lead the offense and 
have his record-breaking season. Linemen 
Andrew Vorehees and Brett Neilon were both 
named First Team All-Americans, while Vor- 
hees was the offensive recipient of the Morris 
Trophy and was selected to the All-Pac-12 
First Team. USC played in the Cotton Bow! to 
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conclude the 2022 season. 


He spent the previous 3 seasons (2019-21) as 
the offensive line coach at Texas AGM. Guard 
Kenyon Green was a two-time All-American 
first teamer (2020-2021), center Bryce Foster 
and offensive tackle Reuben Fatheree || made 
Freshman All-American first team and AGM 
was 22nd nationally in tackles for loss allowed. 
In 2020, when the offensive line was a finalist 
for the Joe Moore Award, the Aggies ranked in 
the Top 5 nationally in sacks allowed and TFL 
allowed and were the first team in 10 years 

to lead the SEC in sacks allowed, tackles for 
loss allowed and yards per carry. AGM earned 
berths in the 2019 Texas Bowl, 2021 Orange 
Bowl and 2021 Gator Bowl. 


Before that, Henson spent 3 seasons (2016-18) 
at Oklahoma State, his alma mater. He spent 
2016 as an offensive analyst, then coached 
the offensive line in 2017 and 2018. The 2017 
Cowboys led the nation in passing offense, 
ranked second in total offense and first downs, 
third in pass efficiency and fourth in scoring 
offense while becoming the first offense in Big 
Te history with a 4,000-yard passer, a pair of 
1,000-yard receivers and a 1,000-yard rusher. 
In 2018, OSU ranked in the national Top 15 in 
scoring offense, total offense, passing offense 
and first downs. The Cowboys played in the 
2016 Alamo Bowl, 2017 Camping World Bowl 
and 2018 Liberty Bowl 


He spent 7 years (2009-15) at Missouri, the first 
4 (2009-12) as the co-offensive line coach and 
the last 3 (2013-15) as the offensive coordinator 
and offensive line coach. Four of his offensive 
linemen were NFL draftees. The Tigers won 
back-to-back SEC East titles in 2013 and 2014. 
Missouri appeared in 5 bowls during his time: 
the 2009 Texas Bowl, 2010 Insight Bowl, 2011 
Independence Bowl, 2014 Cotton Bowl and 
2015 Citrus Bowl. 


He was LSU's tight ends coach and recruiting 
coordinator for 4 seasons (2005-08), including 
with the Tigers’ 2007 national championship 
squad. He helped assemble Top 10 recruiting 
classes in 2006 and 2007 when he was named 
one of college football's Top 25 recruiters by 
Rivals.com. LSU played in the 2005 Peach 
Bowl, 2007 Sugar Bowl, 2008 BCS National 
Championship Game and 2008 Chick-Fil-A 
Bowl. 


He served as a graduate assistant at Oklahoma 
State in 1999, then was the Cowboys’ tight ends 
coach and recruiting coordinator for 4 years 
(2001-04). Oklahoma State was in the 2002 
Houston Bowl, 2004 Cotton Bowl and 2004 
Alamo Bowl. 


He got his coaching start as an assistant at 
Kingfisher (Okla.) High in 1998, helping the 
team to the state semifinals. 


He started 37 games on the offensive line at 
Oklahoma State during his career (1993-97), 
earning All-Big 12 second team honors as a 
1997 senior. 


He received his bachelor’s degree in secondary 
education from Oklahoma State in 1998. 


He prepped at Tuttle (Okla.) High. 
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He and his wife, Shauna, have a daughter, Kate, 
and son Will. 


LUKE HUARD 
Quarterbacks 


Luke Huard, who comes from a family of out- 
standing quarterbacks, enters his third season 
at USC and first as quarterbacks coach. 


In 2023, Huard coached a group of inside 
wide receivers that were a part of an offense 
that was ranked No. 3 in the nation in scoring 
offense (41.8) and No. 10 in the nation in total 
offense (467.6). He tutored wide receiver Tahj 
Washington who was USC’s most reliable 
member of the receiving corps as well as an 
outstanding special teams player. Washing- 
ton recorded his first-ever 1,000 yard season 
posting 1,062 yards on the year and ranked 
No. 23 nationally in receiving yards. He also 
ranked first in the Pac-l2 Conference in yards 
per reception (18.00). Huard also coached 
star freshman wide out and electric returner, 
Zachariah Branch. Branch was honored as a 
First Team All-American as a returner (USC’s 
first-ever true freshman First Team All-Ameri- 
can] and earned the Jet Award as the nation's 
most outstanding return specialist. USC was 
victorious over No. 16 Louisville in the Holiday 
Bowl to end the season. 


He joined the USC staff in February of 2022 as 
an offensive analyst. In March, he took over as 
interim inside wide receivers coach while Dave 
Nichol was away from the program due to his 
health. He became the full time position coach 
in the spring of 2022. 


In 2022, Huard coached a group of high-level 
inside receivers who contributed to a record- 
ed-setting season for the Trojan offense. USC 
played in the Cotton Bowl to conclude the 2022 
season. 


He spent the previous 3 seasons (2019-21) as 
an offensive analyst at Texas AGM. The Aggies 
earned berths in the 2019 Texas Bowl, 2021 
Orange Bowl and 2021 Gator Bowl. 


Before that, he was the co-offensive coordi- 
nator and quarterbacks coach at Sacramento 
State for 2 seasons (2017-18). The Hornets 
averaged 486.0 total yards and 376 points 
(fifth nationally) in 2017 as quarterback Kevin 
Thomson set several school season records, 
and then averaged 402.8 total yards in 2018. 
He was the offensive coordinator and quar- 
terbacks coach at Georgia State for 4 seasons 
(2013-16). GSU quarterbacks Ronnie Bell and 
Nick Arbuckle set numerous school records, 
including Arbuckle’s Sun Belt records in 2015 
for passing yards (4,368) and total offense 
(4,273). Arbuckle, who ranked sixth nationally 
in passing yards per game in 2015, was the Sun 
Belt’s Student-Athlete of the Year that season. 
Nine Georgia State pass catchers earned All- 
Sun Belt honors during Huard’s tenure. The 
Panthers played in the 2015 and 2017 Cure 
Bowl. 


He was at Illinois State for 4 seasons (2009-12), 
the first as the quarterbacks coach and then 
adding the offensive coordinator duties the 


next 3 years. In 201e, the Redbirds led the Mis- 
souri Valley Football Conference in passing and 
total offense while scoring more than 30 points 
per game, and they advanced to the quarter- 
finals of the FCS playoffs. Quarterback Matt 
Brown was a 3-time All-Conference selection, 
and was the 2009 MVFC Newcomer of the Year 
and 2012 MVFC Offensive Player of the Year. 


Huard was a graduate assistant at Washington 
in 2007 and 2008, working with the quarter- 
backs. Quarterback Jake Locker was the Pac- 
10 Newcomer of the Year in 2007 (he went on to 
be an NFL first round pick}. 


Huard started his coaching career in 2002 as 
the offensive coordinator and quarterbacks 
coach at Washington High in Tacoma (Wash). 


He then spent 4 years (2003-06) as the head 
coach at Interlake High in Bellevue (Wash.}. In 
2004, he led the team to its first winning sea- 
sonin10 years. That same year, he also was 
the offensive coordinator and quarterbacks 
coach for the Eastside Hawks, a semi-pro team 
that went 10-0 in 2004 and won the Northwest 
Football League title. 


After being named Washington's 1997 Gatorade 
Player of the Year as a quarterback at Puyallup 
High, he played at North Carolina for 3 seasons 
(1998-2000) before a shoulder injury ended 

his career. He started 4 games as a redshirt 
freshman in 1999. 


He received his bachelor’s degree in political 
science from North Carolina in 2002. 


His brothers, Damon and Brock, were quarter- 
backs at Washington and in the NFL. Damon 
played at Washington (1991-95), including 

on UW’s 1991 national champions, and then 
with the Miami Dolphins (1997-2000), New 
England Patriots (2001-2003, including on 
the Super Bowl XXXVI and XXXVIII champs], 
and Kansas City Chiefs (2004-08), and now is 
director of community and external relations 
and special advisor to the athletic director at 
Washington as well as an analyst on Husky 
football radio broadcasts. Brock played at 
Washington (1995-98], then with the Seattle 
Seahawks (1999-2001, 2004) and Indianapolis 
Colts (2002-03) and now is a college football 
analyst for FOX Sports and a sports radio host 
in Seattle. His father, Mike, was inducted into 
the Washington State Football Coaches As- 
sociation Hall of Fame in 1998 and the Pacific 
Northwest Football Hall of Fame in 2071 after 
17 seasons as the head coach at Puyallup High, 
winning the state title in 1987 His nephew, 
Sam, is a quarterback at Cal Poly, while his 
niece, Haley, is on Montana’s basketball team. 
His sister-in-law, Molly, played basketball at 
Washington (1995-99). 


He and his wife, Dolly, have 2 daughters. 
D’ANTON LYNN 
Defensive Coordinator 
D’Anton Lynn, who has experience coaching at 


both the collegiate and NFL levels, enters his 
first season USC’s defensive coordinator. 
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Lynn most recently served as the defensive 
coordinator at UCLA where he completely 
transformed the Bruin defense. He elevated 
UCLA's defense from ranking No. 87 in 2022 to 
finishing the 2023 regular season ranked No. 11 
in the nation. 


Lynn’s defense finished the regular season 
ranked first in the nation in rushing defense 
(69.6 yards per game], second in the nation in 
yards per rush allowed (2.33) and third in the 
nation in sacks per game (3.42). Opponents 
averaged just 299.0 yards per game, which 
was the lowest by a Bruin team since 1992 
(297.8). Additionally, UCLA’s 41 sacks rank 
fourth nationally and are the most by a Bruin 
defense since 2012. UCLA also ranks fourth 
in the nation in tackles for loss with 99. The 
Bruins allowed multiple touchdowns in just 5 
games in 2023. UCLA held J of its opponents 
to 20 points or less and only allowed 3 rushing 
touchdowns all season. 


Lynn also tutored Bruin star DE Laiatu Latu, 
who led the nation in tackles for loss per game 
(1.8) and was fourth nationally in sacks per 
game (1.08). Latu won the Lombardi Award and 
was a finalist for Bednarik Award and the Lott 
IMPACT Trophy. 


Prior to arriving in Los Angeles, Lynn spent 9 
seasons in the NFL. He was the safeties coach 
for the Baltimore Ravens for the 2021 and 2022 
seasons. In 2022, the Ravens surrendered just 
18.5 points per game, which ranked third in the 
NFL. Lynn guided a position group that fea- 
tured Chuck Clark, who piled up a career-high 
101 total tackles, and Marcus Williams, who 

led the defense with 4 interceptions. Lynn also 
developed rookie Kyle Hamilton, who collected 
62 tackles. He was also chosen as East head 
coach for the 2022 East-West Shrine Bowl in 
Las Vegas. 


Lynn spent 2020 as the Houston Texans sec- 
ondary coach after spending 2 years as their 
assistant secondary coach (2018-19). Houston 
won back-to-back AFC South championships 
in 2018 and 2019. The 2018 team gave up 19.8 
points per game, which tied for the league's 
fourth-best mark. The Texans +13 turnover dif- 
ferential in 2018 still holds a franchise record 
and was second in the league. Safety Justin 
Reid excelled in the defensive backfield under 
Lynn, tallying 249 total tackles and 5 intercep- 
tions in 41 games. 


In 2017, Lynn held a defensive assistant role 
with the Los Angeles Chargers when his father, 
Anthony Lynn, was the head coach. He worked 
primarily with a linebacker group that contrib- 
uted to the NFL's best red zone defense. The 
Chargers defense gave up the third-fewest 
points per game at 17.0 and was tied for fifth 

in sacks with 43. Joey Bosa (12.5, seventh] 
and Melvin Ingram (10.5, 15th) were each listed 
among the league leaders for sacks. 


Lynn was an assistant with the Buffalo Bills 
from 2015-16. He coached a defense that 

finished fourth in both passing touchdowns 
allowed with 19 and in opponent completion 
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percentage of 59.9% in 2016. The 2015 squad 
tied for the league lead with 93 passes de- 
fended and held opponents to the third-lowest 
completion percentage of 576%. 


Lynn began his coaching career as a seasonal 
intern for the New York Jets in 2014. 


Prior to his coaching career, he worked in the 
scouting department for the Jets in 2013. 


Lynn was signed by the Jets as an undrafted 
free agent in 201e before finishing his playing 
career with the Hamilton Tiger-Cats of the 
Canadian Football League in 2013. 


Lynn was a three-time All-Big Ten honorable 
mention cornerback for Penn State. While 
playing for the Nittany Lions from 2008-1), he 
recorded 16e total tackles, 7.0 tackles for loss, 
4 interceptions and 1 fumble recovery in 47 
games, while starting 37 of his last 38 played. 
In 2010, Lynn was second among the Nittany 
Lions with 75 total tackles and tied for the team 
lead with 3 interceptions. 


Lynn and his wife, Courtney, have one child, 
Anthony Ill. His father, Anthony, currently 
serves as the assistant head coach/running 
backs coach for the San Francisco 49ers. 


ANTHONY JONES JR. 
Running Backs/Run Game Coordinator 


Anthony Jones Jr., most recently serving as 
the running backs coach at TCU, enters his first 
season as USC’s running backs coach and run 
game coordinator. 


The 2023 Horned Frogs went 5-7, but were 
ranked No. 11 in the nation in total offense 
(466.7), and Emani Bailey was No. 20 in the 
nation in rushing yards (1,209) and No. 14 in 
rushing yards per game (100.8). 


In 202e, Jones worked side-by-side with 
former TCU offensive coordinator Garrett Riley 
and helped to coach the Horned Frogs to the 
2022 College Football Playoff National Cham- 
pionship. 


He tutored Kendre Miller, who was selected in 
the third round of the 2023 NFL Draft by the 
New Orleans Saints. Miller earned 2022 First- 
Team All-Big 12 honors and was a Doak Walker 
Award Semifinalist. His 1,399 yards made him 
TCU’s first 1,000-yard rusher since 2016. It was 
also the most by a Horned Frog since La- 
Dainian Tomlinson led the nation with 2158 in 
2000. Jones also coached Emari Demercado 
to a career-best season with 681 yards rushing, 
including 150 yards in the CFP Semifinal win 
over Michigan. 


He was Selected for the AFCA 35 Under 35 
Leadership Institute as well as the 2022 NCAA 
and NFL Coaches Academy. 


Prior to TCU, Jones spent 4 seasons as running 
backs coach and recruiting coordinator at 
Memphis (2018-2021). The Tigers made a bowl 


appearance each season. 


In his first 2 seasons with the running backs, 
Memphis totaled 6,533 rushing yards and 78 
touchdowns. In 2020, Jones and the running 
backs helped Memphis rank 2end in the nation 
in total offense (453.1) while finishing the year 
7/th in the nation in both passing offense 
(307.9) and first downs (260). 


While at Memphis, 4 of his running backs were 
drafted in a three-year period. In the 2021 NFL 
Draft, Kenneth Gainwell was picked in the fifth 
round by the Philadelphia Eagles. Gainwell was 
the 2019 American Athletic Conference Rookie 
of the Year and Football Writers Association of 
America Freshman of the Year. He was second 
inthe AAC and 12th nationally in rushing with 
1,459 yards. Jones also coached Antonio 
Gibson who was selected in the third round 

by the Washington Football Team in the 2020 
NFL Draft. In 2019, Darrell Henderson and Tony 
Pollard were both drafted. Henderson was 
selected in the third round by the Los Angeles 
Rams, while Pollard was taken in the fourth 
round by the Dallas Cowboys. 


Jones spent 6 seasons (2013-18) as the head 
coach of Cordova High School in Cordova, 
Tenn. In his first season leading the Wolfpack, 
the program recorded its first winning season 
in 9 years. Three years later, Cordova tallied the 
most wins [12] in school history and advanced 
to the Tennessee Secondary School Athletic 
Association Division | Class 6A state playoffs 
semifinal round, before falling to the eventual 
state champions. In 2017, Jones led Cordova to 
an 8-3 record and a TSSAA Division | Class 6A 
playoff appearance. 

He was named an AutoZone Liberty Bowl High 
School All-Star Game assistant coach three 
times (2012, 2014 and 2015} and was selected 
to coach in the 2077 Toyota East-West All-Star 
Classic in Clarksville, Tenn. Jones was awarded 
District IGA Coach of the Year honors in 2071 
and 2012 and also the District 14A Coach of the 
Year in 2013. 


Prior to coaching at Cordova, Jones returned 
to his alma mater, Westwood High School in 
Memphis, Tenn. to serve as an assistant coach 
(2007-2010) before he took over head coaching 
duties in 2010. As the head coach at West- 
wood, he guided the Longhorns to their first 
winning season in 18 years. That marked the 
first of three-straight conference and regional 
championships (2010, 2011, 2012) for West- 
wood. 


Throughout 6 seasons as a high school head 
coach, Jones coached 75 players who earned 
college football scholarships. 


Jones worked as a graduate assistant at Ten- 
nessee at Chattanooga in 2007. 


Jones was a wide receiver at Tennessee at 
Chattanooga where he earned First Team 
All-Southern Conference honors. He graduated 
with a degree in business. Jones also holds 

a master’s degree in education from Union 
University. 
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Jones and his wife, Christina, have two chil- 
dren: Kenzie and Kaylie. 


SHAUN NUA 
Defensive Ends 


Shaun Nua, a former NFL Super Bowl-winning 

defensive end who has coaching experience in 
the Pac-le and Big Ten, enters his third season 
at USC and first as defensive end coach. 


In 2023, Nua, USC's defensive line coach, 
tutored sophomore Bear Alexander, a Georgia 
transfer, who made a massive impact on the 
Trojan defensive line. USC was victorious over 
No. 16 Louisville in the Holiday Bowl to end the 
season. 


In 2022, Nua was a semifinalist for the Broyles 
Award. He coached Tuli Tuipulotu, one of the 
top defenders in the nation in 2022. Tuipulotu 
was the Polynesian College Football Player of 
the Year, the Pac-l2 Defensive Player of the 
Year, the defensive Morris Trophy winner and 
was a finalist for the Bronko Nagurski Trophy, 
the Rotary Lombardi Award, the Chuck Bednar- 
ik Award, the Ted Hendricks Award, and the Lott 
IMPACT Trophy. Tuipulotu was also a Unani- 
mous First Team All-American being selected 
by AP Football Coaches, Football Writers, Wal- 
ter Camp and Sporting News. He led the nation 
in sacks with 13.5 and was second in the nation 
in tackles for loss with 22.0. USC played in the 
Cotton Bowl to conclude the 2022 season. 


He spent the previous 3 seasons (2019-21) as 
Michigan’s defensive line coach. Defensive 
end Kwity Paye was a first round selection in 
the 2021 NFL Draft by the Indianapolis Colts. 

In 2021, defensive end Aidan Hutchinson was 

a consensus All-American first teamer, Big 

Ten Defensive Player of the Year and Academic 
All-American first teamer when he won the 
Lombardi Award, Hendricks Award and Lott 
IMPACT Trophy. Michigan was elst nationally in 
sacks (2.77) in 2019 and held 7 teams under 100 
rushing yards. UM defensive linemen posted 
23 tackles for loss and 15.5 sacks in 2019 and 
followed that with 13.5 tackles for loss and 

6.5 sacks during the COVID-shortened 2020 
season. The Wolverines played in the 2020 
Citrus Bowl and 2021 CFP semifinals in the 
Orange Bowl. 


He was the defensive line coach at Arizona 
State in 2018. Defensive lineman Russell Wren 
was a fourth round pick in the 2019 NFL Draft 
by the Cincinnati Bengals. The Sun Devils 
played in the 2018 Las Vegas Bowl. 


He spent 6 seasons (2012-17) as the defen- 
sive line coach at the U.S. Naval Academy. 
Defensive end Will Anthony was All-American 
Athletic Conference first team in 2015. The 
Midshipmen won a school-record 11 games, 
finished 18th in both polls and shared the AAC 
West Division title in 2015, their first season 
inthe AAC. In 2016, Navy played in the AAC 
Championship Game. During his tenure, 

Navy beat Army 4 times, won 3 Command- 
er-In-Chief’s Trophies and played in a bowl 
each season (2012 Fight Hunger Bowl, 2013 
Armed Forces Bowl, 2014 Poinsettia Bowl, 2015 
Military Bowl, 2016 Armed Forces Bowl and 
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2017 Military Bowl). 


He began his coaching career at BYU, his 

alma mater, serving as an intern in 2009 and 
then a graduate assistant coach working with 
the defense. BYU was 24th nationally in total 
defense in 2010 and 13th in 2011. The Cougars 
appeared in the 2009 Las Vegas Bowl, 2010 
New Mexico Bowl and 20711 Armed Forces Bowl. 


He played 4 seasons (2005-08) in the NFL, the 
first 3 with the Pittsburgh Steelers and 2008 

with the Buffalo Bills. He was a member of the 
Steelers’ Super Bowl XL-winning team in 2006. 


He was a defensive end at BYU for 3 seasons 
(2002-04), earning All-Mountain West second 
team honors in 2004. 


He earned his bachelor’s degree in youth 

and family recreation in 2005 and a master’s 
degree in recreation management in 2013, both 
from BYU. 


He was a Junior College All-American at East- 
ern Arizona Junior College before transferring 
to BYU. 


He attended Tafuna High in American Samoa. 


He and his wife, Hilary, have 3 children: Losi, 
Kelina and Malia. He is the son of Sao and Usu 
Nua. His cousin, laneta Le’i, played softball 
(first base) for 4 seasons (2003-06) at BYU, 
where she wa s a 3-time All-American and 
then served as an assistant coach (2007-13). 
His cousin, Devin Tavana, was an offensive 
lineman at Southern Utah (2010-11). 


DENNIS SIMMONS 
Assistant Head Coach, 
Wide Receivers 
Offensive Passing Game Coordinator 


Dennis Simmons, who has coached some of 
the collegiate game’s elite receivers, enters his 
third season as the assistant head coach, wide 
receivers coach and offensive passing game 
coordinator. 


In 2023, Simmons’ outside receivers were a 
part of an offense that was ranked No. 3 in the 
nation in scoring offense (41.8) and No. 10 in the 
nation in total offense (467.6). He tutored senior 
Brenden Rice who was ranked No. 9 in the 
nation in receiving touchdowns (le). USC was 
victorious over No. 16 Louisville in the Holiday 
Bowl to end the season. 


In 2022, Simmons coached a standout group 
of outside receivers who contributed to a 
recorded-setting season for the Trojan offense 
in 2022. He tutored All-Pac-12 First Team 
member Jordan Addison (59 catches for 875 
yards and 8 TDs). USC played in the Cotton Bowl 
to conclude the 2022 season. 


He spent the previous 7 seasons (2015-21) at 
Oklahoma as the outside receivers coach. He 
added the associate head coach title in 2019 
and 2020 and the assistant head coach and 
passing game coordinator roles in 2021. He 
was named one of the nation’s Top 25 recruiters 
by Rivals in 2019. He coached a trio of All- 
American first team wide receivers at Oklahoma: 


2016 Biletnikoff Award winner, Heisman Trophy 
finalist and unanimous All-American Dede 
Westbrook (81 catches for 1,524 yards and 17 
TDs), Marquise Brown in 2018 (1,318 receiving 
yards and 10 TDs) and 2019 Biletnikoff finalist 
and consensus All-American CeeDee Lamb (62 
catches for 1,327 yards with 14 TDs}. During his 
tenure, Oklahoma played in the 2015 Orange 
Bowl (College Football Playoff semifinal], 2017 
Sugar Bowl, 2018 Rose Bowl (CFP semifinal), 
2018 Orange Bowl (CFP semifinal), 2019 Peach 
Bowl (CFP semifinal], 2020 Cotton Bow! and 
2021 Alamo Bowl. 


He was the outside receivers coach at 
Washington State for 3 years (2012-14). The 
Cougars led the nation in passing offense 
(4777) in 2014, throwing for a Pac-le record 
5,732 yards, and were seventh in total offense 
and ninth in completion percentage when 
wideout Vince Mayle tied for fourth nationally in 
receptions (106) and was fifth in receiving yards 
(1483). In 2013, WSU was fourth in the nation in 
passing offence (368.0) and set a Pac-le record 
with 470 completions while playing in the New 
Mexico Bowl. 


He spent 2010 and 2071 as East Carolina’s 
outside receivers coach. Wide receiver Lance 
Lewis was an All-Conference USA pick in 2010 
(89 catches for 1,116 yards with 14 TDs}, just the 
third Pirate ever with a 1,000-yard receiving 
season. ECU played in the 2010 Military Bowl. 


He was Texas Tech’s outside receivers coach 
for 2 years (2008-09). In 2008, wide receiver 
Michael Crabtree repeated as the Biletnikoff 
winner and consensus All-American (97 
receptions, 1,165 yards, 19 TDs}. In 2009, wideout 
Alex Torres was a Freshman All-American. The 
Red Raiders played in the 2008 Cotton Bowl and 
2010 Alamo Bowl. 


Simmons spent 2000 to 2007 in non-coaching 
roles at Texas Tech. He first was an assistant 
athletic director/quality control for the football 
program, then served as the chief of staff for 
head coach Mike Leach for 3 years (2005-07). 


He coached running backs at Cornell in 1999, 
where also held was an assistant athletics 
director and chief of staff. He served as an NFL 
Minority Fellowship intern with the Buffalo Bills 
in the summer of 1999. 


He began his coaching career at BYU, his alma 
mater, where he worked with the offensive line 
and special teams in 1997. 


He played outside linebacker at BYU (1993-96), 
where he started the final 3 years. The Cougars 
won 4 Western Athletic Conference titles and 
played in the Cotton, Copper, Holiday and Aloha 
Bowls. 


He earned his bachelor’s degree in broadcast 
communications in 1996 and a master’s degree 
in educational leadership in 1999, both from 
BYU. 


He prepped at Kirby High in Memphis (Tenn,]. 


He and his wife, LaTosha, have a daughter, 
Kendyll, and son, Kannon. 
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BENNIE WYLIE 
Director of Football Sports Performance 


Bennie Wylie, one of the top strength and 
conditioning coaches in the country, joined 
the USC staff as the director of football sports 
performance in December of 20e1. 


Wylie, 45, spent the previous 4 years (2018-21) 
as Oklahoma’s director of sports performance 
for football. The Sooners won the Big 1c title in 
2018, 2019 and 2020, made a pair of College 
Football Playoff semifinal appearances in 2018 
and 20179 {in the Orange and Peach Bowls, 
respectively) and also played in the Cotton Bowl 
in the 2020 season and the Alamo Bowl in 2021. 


Prior to arriving at QU, he served as director 
of performance at The Performance Lab, a 
private group-training strength and fitness 
center in Abilene, Tex. He also provided training 
and obstacle fitness to United States military 
personnel as a staff member of Alpha Warrior. 


He spent 3 years (2011-13) as strength and 
conditioning head coach for football at Texas. 
The Longhorns appeared in the 2011 Holiday 
Bowl and 201e and 2013 Alamo Bowl. 


He spent the 2010 season at Tennessee as 
strength and conditioning head coach for 
football. The Volunteers participated in the 
Music City Bowl. 


He served 7 seasons (2003-09) as head 
strength and conditioning coach at Texas Tech. 
The Red Raiders competed in bowl games 
in each season: 2003 Houston Bowl, 2004 
Holiday Bowl, 2006 Cotton Bowl, 2006 Insight 
Bowl, 2008 Gator Bowl, 2009 Cotton Bowl and 
2010 Alamo Bowl. 


He was an assistant strength and conditioning 
coach with the Dallas Cowboys from 1999 to 
2002, helping rehabilitate injured players. 
He also spent the spring seasons heading 
the strength and conditioning program for 
the Dallas Desperados of the Arena Football 
League. 


He got his start in strength and conditioning as 
a graduate assistant at Sam Houston State in 
1998 and was named the Bearkats’ interim head 
strength and conditioning coach that same 
year. 


He is certified by the Titleist Performance 
Institute and USA Weightlifting and was named 
a Master Strength and Conditioning Coach 
by the Collegiate Strength and Conditioning 
Coaches Association in 2012. 


He was a 4-year (1994-97) letterwinning running 
back at Sam Houston State, serving as the team 
captain in 1997 while earning All-Southland 
Conference second team honors. He also was 
on the Bearkats’ track and field team. 


He earned a bachelor’s degree in kinesiology 
from Sam Houston State in 1999. 


He prepped at Mexia (Tex.) High. 
He was born on July 11, 1976. He and his wife, 


Jennifer, have twin sons, Braden and Caden, 
and a daughter, Hope.

2023 GAME SUMMARIES 


Defending Heisman Trophy winner QB Caleb Williams passed for 278 yards 
and 4 TDs, and freshman WR Zachariah Branch made an electrifying debut with 
a 96-yard kickoff return and a 25-yard reception for touchdowns in No. 6 USC's 
56-28 victory over San Jose State. 

Williams commanded an up-beat Lincoln Riley offense by leading 6 TO 
drives in eight series. WRs Dorian Singer, Tahj Washington and Brenden Rice 
also caught TD passes and RB Austin Jones rushed for two more scores. 

After Singer scored in the first quarter, Williams showed off his famed poise 
and playmaking originality in the second quarter when he dropped a shotgun snap, 
corralled it and promptly flung a stunning 76-yard touchdown pass to Washington 
— the longest pass of Williams’ career. 

San José State’s OB Chevan Cordeiro hit WR Nick Nash with a 28-yard TD 
pass just 8 seconds before halftime to trim USC’s lead to 21-14, setting off a few 
grumbles in the Coliseum. But Williams confidently led a drive ending in Jones’ 
second TD to open the second half. 

Four minutes later, Trojan fans saw Branch light up the Coliseum with a 
catch-and-run for a score on a drive set up by his 35-yard punt return. 

Branch then broke it open with his kickoff return down the Spartans’ sideline 
in the third quarter, dodging tackles all the way home. The Coliseum crowd, which 
has cheered game-breaking talents from Reggie Bush and Marqise Lee to Amon- 
Ra St. Brown and Drake London over the past two decades alone, rose and roared 
for a freshman. 

San Jose State’s WR Nash caught three touchdown passes from Cordeiro, 
who passed for 198 yards and rushed for 52 more. 

Williams threw his last TD pass of the game to Rice before QB Miller Moss 
came in to take over. He ran the ball in for a TD himself, his first rushing TD of his 
career.

QB Caleb Williams went 18-of-24 for 319 yards and 5 TOs and rushed for 42 
is to lead the Trojans to victory over Nevada 66-14 in the Los Angeles Memorial 

oliseum. His 5 touchdown passes tied his most as a Trojan (4th time]. USC is now 
2-0 on the 2023 season. 

USC had 668 total yards of offense and 501 total yards in the first game. USC 
now has 11 games of 500 or more total yards under Lincoln Riley (16 games). USC's 
668 total yards were its most since amassing 737 total yards vs. Idaho on Sept. 12, 
2015 in a 59-9 win. The last time USC opened a season by scoring more than 50 
points in each of its first two games was the 2015 season. USC began that season 
with a 55-6 win over Arkansas State and a 59-9 win over Idaho. The last time USC 
scored more points in Tae two games in a season (122 points through 2 games} 
was the start of the 2005 season, when the Trojans scored 133 in defeating at 
home Hawai'i (63-17) and Arkansas aa The 66 points scored were USC's most 
since defeating Rice also 66-14 in the 20ee season opener on Sept. 3, 2022. The 
35 first-half points scored by USC matches the most points iY the Trojans ina half 
under Lincoln Riley, done twice before (35 in the second halt vs. Rice on Sept. 3, 
2022 and 35 in first half vs. Stanford on Sept. 10, 2022). 

USC's defense collected 5 sacks by 5 different defenders. 

In USC’s first offensive drive of the game, Williams scrambled, stiff-armed 
a defender and managed to toss a 30-yard pass to WR Dorian Singer to wae 
up some magic to start the game. Williams then threw a 22-yard TD pass to W 
Zachariah Branch put the Trojans on the board first with a 7-0 score. 

The Wolfpack responded with a TD of their own as RB Sean Dollars rushed 3 
yards into the end zone to tie up the score. 

Six minutes later, RB MarShawn Lloyd scored on a 24-yard rush for the 
Trojans. WR Tahj Washington closed out the first quarter as he caught a 22-yard 
pass from Williams and shimmied around Wolfpack defenders to find open grass 
into the end zone to make the score 21-7. 

The second quarter opened with another ide TD as Williams tossed a 
pass right over the middle of the field to WR Michael Jackson III who paid tribute 
to his namesake, the King of Pop, with a dance move in the end zone. 

As the Trojans continued to wind down the clock, the Coliseum was awaiting 
more magic from the defending Heisman Trophy winner. He threw a 54-yard pass 
to Lloyd to a a roar from the crowd and set up the next exciting play. In true 
Williams fashion, he extended the tev Bley with his feet, running around the 
field escaping defenders to find WR Brenden Ri ora 13-yard 
TO. USC led 35-7. 

Washington opened the second half with another TD pass from Williams to 
mark the only score from either team in the third a 

Williams exited the game and it was officially “Miller Time”. QB Miller Moss 
went 7-of-10 Dab) no INTs. 

In the fourth quarter, PK Denis Lynch scored on a 37-yard field goal and 
DT Stanley Ta’ufo’ou returned a fumble for a 23-yard TU. It was the first fumble 
recovery by a Trojan returned for a touchdown since Tuli Tuipulotu at Washington 
State on Sept. 18, 2021. In his press conference after the game, Coach Riley said, 
“Obviously Stanley's fumble return was probably the major highlight of the game. 
When big people score, football is more fun. So that was awesome.” 

Nevada responded with a TD as QB AJ Bianco threw a 77-yard pass to WR 
Jamaal Bell. 

Two young Es had the opportunity to score late in the game for USC. RB 
Quinten Joyner collected a 47-yard rushing TD and WR Duce Robinson scored on 
a 71-yard pass from Moss (a career-long for the QB). Both TDs were the first of their 
Trojan careers. 

USC improves to 6-0-0 overall in its series with the Wolfpack.

QB Caleb Williams went 19-of-21 for 281 yards and 3 TDs with no INTs and 
rushed for 21 yards and 1TD to lead USC to a 56-10 victory over Stanford in the 
Los Angeles Memorial Coliseum. Williams put up those numbers in just 1 half of 
football. He hasn’t played an entire game for the Trojans yet, as backup QB Miller 
Moss has come in to take over in each game this season. Williams has played 8 
quarters of football through 3 games this season. 

The 56 points USC scored against Stanford were the most against the 
Cardinal in the history of the series. USC's 178 points in three games this season, 
ties for the second-most in any three-game stretch in school history. USC scored 
186 points in the first three games of the 1925 season, and also scored 178 in the 
first three games of the 2005 season. The 49 first-half points scored by USC are 
the most scored by the Trojans in a half under Lincoln Riley. 

The defending Heisman Trophy winner made a statement to open the game 
and shoved his way past the Cardinal defenders into the end zone to score his first 
rushing TD of the season. 

In Stanford's first offensive possession, USC S Max Williams read Cardinal 
OB Daniels, intercepted his pass and ran it back for 39 yards to the Stanford 4-yard 
line. This set up USC RB MarShawn Lloyd to score a 1-yard rushing TD to push the 
Trojans ahead 14-0 with 9 minutes left in the first quarter. 

Closing out the first quarter of play, RB Austin Jones ran right up the middle 
fora TD after a second Lloyd TD was called back due to a holding penalty. 

When WR Zachariah Branch touches the ball on a return, Trojan fans now 
all hold their breath. After fielding a punt early in the second quarter, Branch 
screamed down the field for a punt return TD. He is the first Trojan since Adoree’ 
Jackson in 2016 to have a punt return and kickoff return for a TD, as well as at 
least one receiving TD in the same season. Since 1971 (when records are available) 
Branch is one of just 3 USC players to accomplish the feat, joining Jackson and 
Curtis Conway (1992 - 1 kickoff return TD, 1 punt return TD, 5 rec TO. 

Shortly thereafter, Williams, who loves to extend the plays with his feet, 
danced and moved through his progressions to find WR Dorian Singer in the 
back-right corner of the end zone. USC led 28-0. 

The Trojan defense continued to hold off the Cardinal offense and DL 
Bear Alexander was disruptive all night. Although the stat sheet doesn’t always 
recognize the nose tackle position, Alexander was a dominant force on the Trojan 
defensive line and continued to put pressure on the Cardinal offense throughout 
the entire game. His penetration has led to his teammates making big plays in the 
backfield. 

USC WR Brenden Rice caught a 75-yard bomb, the longest of his career, and 
scored a TD. TE Lake McRee ended the first half with a TD off a short pass from 
Williams to score his first TD of the season. USC closed out the first half 49-3. 

USC QB Miller Moss came in to start the second half. With no action in the 
third, Stanford scored its first TD of the night in the fourth quarter as 0B Lamson 
scored a 1-yard rushing TD. 

Moss responded with a rushing TD of his own - a 15-yard keeper to extend 
USC’s lead to 56-10. 

The USC defense held the Cardinal to just 209 rushing yards and 140 passing 
yards.

QB Caleb Williams went 20-of-31 for 322 yards and 3 TDs with no INTs and 
rushed for 10 yards and 2 TOs to lead USC to a 42-28 victory over Arizona State in 
Tempe, Ariz. 

USC had 535 total yards of offense and has had over 500 total yards in all 
four games this season. USC now has 13 games of 500 or more total yards under 
Lincoln Riley (18 games). 

The defending Heisman Trophy winner opened the game with a 1-yard TD. 
This was the second game in a row that Williams had scored on the first drive of 
the game. 

On USC’s next offensive series, the Trojans turned over the ball on the 
exchange between Williams and RB MarShawn Lloyd to give the Sun Devils a 
short field. ASU RB Cam Skattebo ran in a 15-yard TD to tie up the score at 7-7. 

When the Trojan offense returned to the field, they couldn't seem to find a 
rhythm and suffered multiple penalties. When the situation seemed dire on 4th- 
and-/, Williams worked his magic and launched a 43-yard TO pass to WR Brenden 
Rice to score. This was Rice’s 4th TD of the season. 

ASU QB Drew Pyne was welcomed back to the field by a sack from USC 
RUSH Romello Height, who would play a phenomenal game after returning from 
an injury that ended his 2022 season. USC contained ASU to just a FG. 

The Sun Devils onside kicked and Trojan CB Christian Pierce made the 
recovery to give USC a short field. Williams scored his second TD of the night, 
another 1-yard keeper. This was the fourth time Williams had scored multiple 
rushing TDs in a game in his career (2 vs. Fresno State and Colorado in 2022, and 
3 versus Notre Dame in 2022). 

ASU responded with another FG to end the half to make the score 21-13. 

USC came out of half time and scored a FG on its first offensive series. PK 
Denis Lynch kicked a 53-yarder, which set his career-long, and also tied for third- 
longest FG in USC history with Andre Heidari at Stanford in 2014 and Steve Jordan 
at Washington State in 1984. 

The Sun Devils responded with a 25-yard TO pass from Pyne to WR Elijhah 
Badger. 

USC’s Lynch then kicked a 36-yard FG to extend USC's lead to 27-21. 

USC returning First Team All-American S Calen Bullock picked off Pyne ina 
much-needed momentum play at the end of the third quarter. 

In the fourth quarter, Rice scored his second TD of the night and USC was 
successful on a two-point conversion to give a the Trojans a 35-21 lead. 

ASU scored once more, and USC wrapped up the game with a TD from WR 
Tahj Washington on his only reception of the game, making the final score 42-28.

OB Caleb Williams went 30-of-40 for 403 yards and 6 TDs with 1 INT and 
rushed for Te yards on 5 carries to lead USC to a 48-41 victory over Colorado in 
Boulder, Colo. USC improved to 17-0 all-time against the Buffs. 

Williams’ 6 TDs tied his single game career-high (also throwing 6 TDs against 
Texas Tech in 2021). He is the first FBS player in the last 25 years to throw for 6 
passing TDs ina game for multiple schools. 

USC scored on its first drive of the game today, a 6-play, 75-yard drive which 
ended as RB MarShawn Lloyd rushed 27-yards fora TD. USC has scored on its first 
drive in all 5 games this season. 

Williams led USC to two more quick TDs, one to WR Tahj Washington and 
another to WR Dorian Singer, to extend USC’s lead to 21-0. 

CU finally got on the board in the second quarter as QB Shedeur Sanders 
found Jimmy Horn Jr. on a 30-yard TO reception. 

On the Buffs’ next offensive possession, USC ILB Eric Gentry blocked CU's 
punt and it was recovered by RUSH Romello Height to give the Trojans a short 
field. This was USC’s first blocked punt since former WR Jake Russell blocked a 
punt versus UCLA in 2018. This set up Williams to find WR Mario Williams on a 
24-yard TD pass. 

Williams then tossed a 26-yard TD pass to WR Brenden Rice, a former 
Colorado player. This was his first of 2 TDs in the game. 

Before the end of the first half, Sanders rushed 25 yards to score. USC led 
34-14 going into halftime. 

Early in the third, Williams tossed a short 6-yard pass to Rice to score his 
second TD of the game. This was Rice’s 7th TD through 5 games. 

Colorado responded with a TO of their own and then Williams hit TE Jude 
Wolfe for a 3-yard TD. After battling through multiple injuries throughout his 
career, this was his first TD of the season and the first of his career. 

Before the end of the third quarter, the Buffs scored again, yet failed to make 
their 2-point conversation attempt, ending the third quarter with a score of 48-27. 

The Trojan defense wasn’t as dominant as in the first half, and Colorado 
scored twice more before the game ended to make the final score 48-41. The 
Trojans left Boulder with a win, improving to 5-0 on the season.

QB Caleb Williams went 14-of-25 for 205 yards and 1 TD. He also rushed for 
41 yards and 3 TOs and the game-winning 2 point conversion in triple overtime. 
Williams’ 3 rushing TDs tied his single-game career-high. 

USC’s comeback against Arizona was the biggest in the Lincoln Riley era 
at USC - the previous best being a comeback from 14 points down vs. UCLA last 
season. USC has scored at least 42 points in every game this season, the first 
time in school history that it has scored 40 or more points in each of its first 6 
games of the season. The 43 points that USC scored were the most Arizona has 
allowed in a game this season (31 twice before). USC entered the game with a 53.6 
scoring average, top in the country. USC currently still sits at No. 1in the nation in 
scoring offense (51.8). Arizona was allowing its opponents to score 19.0 points per 
game in its first 5 games. 

After starting the game down 17-0 to the Wildcats, CB Jacobe Covington 
had a critical interception of Arizona's OB Noah Fifita in the second quarter which 
allowed the Trojans to have a short field. This set up USC Williams to score his first 
rushing TD of the night and put the first points on the board for USC. 

The Trojans closed out the first half with a 5-yard TD pass from Williams to 
WR Kyron Hudson to make the score 14-17. 

The Wildcats scored a field goal to begin the second half, and USC RB 
MarShawn Lloyd blasted through the middle of the field for a key score to finally 
push the Trojans ahead 21-20. 

Williams found the end zone himself once more, and Arizona responded 
with a 3-yd TD pass from Fifita to Cowing. 

USC PK Denis Lynch lined up for the 25-yard field goal attempt to win the 
game, and Arizona called timeout. After the break, the ball was snapped high, 
Lynch stubbed his foot in the turf and the ball was blocked. 

The game went to overtime, and USC had the ball first. On third down, 
Williams rushed 18 yards for a TD, and Arizona responded with a quick 25-yard 
pass on first-and-10 to tie up the score. 

In double overtime, Fifita passed to Cowing for a 7-yard TD, but failed on the 
2-point conversion (NCAA rules require going for a 2-point conversion in double 
overtime). USC RB Austin Jones found the end score to score, but USC also failed 
on its 2-point conversion. 

The two teams found themselves in triple overtime. As USC was on the field 
first, the Trojan offensive line shifted left and the receivers stayed put. Williams 
rolled right, stiff-armed a defender and extended his right arm across his body to 
get the ball inside the pylon to score on the 2-point conversion. 

When the Wildcat offense returned to the field, the Trojan defense stuffed 
Arizona's two-point conversion attempt to win the game.

After going into South Bend undefeated, USC fell 20-48 to the Notre Dame 
Fighting Irish. 

Defending Heisman Trophy winner QB Caleb Williams went 23-of-37 for 199 
yards, 1 TD and 3 INTs. It was the first time in Williams’ career that he had thrown 
3 INTs. 

USC didn’t score a TD in the first half of play. This the is second time this has 
ever happened in the Lincoln Riley era, with the first occurring in a win at Oregon 
State on Sept. 24, 2022. USC totaled 302 yards of offense tonight. This is the 
fewest number of offensive yards put up by the Trojans in the last 2 seasons. 

Averaging 51.8 points per game, USC ended up with five turnovers and was 
limited to 92 yards rushing. The Fighting Irish racked up 11 tackles for loss. With 
the exception of the kickoff return for a TD, Notre Dame only had one scoring drive 
of over 50 yards. Three of their six scoring drives were 12 yards or less. 

After S Xavier Watts intercepted Williams on USC’s first offensive series of 
the game, Notre Dame set the stage with a short field at the USC 12 and scored a 
TO. 

USC uncharacteristically struggled to score, but put up 3 points off a field 
goal from PK Denis Lynch at the end of the first quarter. 

The Irish scored a field goal to open the second quarter, and Williams was 
picked off for a second time by Watts. This set up Notre Dame to begin their drive 
on the USC 2-yard line and immediately scored. 

One more TD from Notre Dame and a field goal from USC closed out the first 
half with a 6-24 score. 

Hoping to be a flashback from the victory in 1974 during USC-ND game which 
had the same score at halftime, the Trojans came out of the locker room looking 
to put points on the board. 

RB MarShawn Lloyd found the end zone for the first time of the evening to 
score, but Notre Dame responded with a TD of their own to make the score 193-31. 

Williams found WR Brenden Rice on a quick 7-yard TD pass early in the 
fourth quarter, but Notre Dame’s Jadarian Price returned the ensuing kickoff 99 
yards for a score. 

The Irish put the exclamation point on the night with another field score and 
a fumble recovery for a TD as the final score on the video board read 20-48. 

USC is now 37-51-5 against the Fighting Irish (not including Troy’s 2005 
victory that was later vacated due to NCAA penalty; original record 38-51-5).

In a heartbreaking loss, USC fell 32-34 to Utah at home in the Los Angeles 
Memorial Coliseum. 

Defending Heisman Trophy winner QB Caleb Williams went 24-of-34 for 256 
yards and 0 TDs and OINTS. He also rushed for 27 yards on 10 carries with 1 TO. 
USC had its 11-game home winning streak snapped. USC's last home loss was a 
35-31 loss vs. BYU on Nov. 27, 2021. 

The 32 points USC scored were the most Utah has allowed in a game this 
season. The previous high surrendered by Utah was 21 in a 21-7 loss at Oregon 
State on Sept. 29. Utah entered the game allowing 12.2 points per game, second 
in the country. 

USC scored 14 points on its first two drives of the first quarter. Utah had 
not allowed more than 7 points to its opponents in the first quarter of any game 
this season. The 14 points scored were also the most surrendered by Utah in any 
quarter this season, until USC scored 15 in the fourth quarter. USC also had 100 
rushing yards in the first quarter, nearly 34 yards more than Utah has allowed per 
game this season (66.8), which was tops in the country entering today's action. 
USC finished with 145 rushing yards, the most the Utes have surrendered in a 
game this season (previous high was 131 at Oregon State on Sept. 29). 

After Utah scored to open the game, USC RB MarShawn Lloyd responded by 
stutter-stepping left and turning on the jets to score a 45-yard TD. 

Soon thereafter, Williams launched a 51-yard pass to WR Tahj Washington 
and the Coliseum crowd erupted with cheers. This set up Williams to fake a 
handoff up the middle and WR Zachariah Branch to rush around to the left and 
find an open end zone to push USC ahead 14-7. 

Utah QB Bryson Barnes rushed up the middle to score and evened out the 
game. 

In the second quarter, the Trojan defense had a big fourth-down stop on 
the USC 16-yard line. Barnes rushed up the middle and USC OL Bear Alexander 
stuffed him for a loss of 1-yard to force Utah to turnover the ball on the downs. 

Utah scored twice more in the third quarter, and USC closed out quarter with 
a 44-yard field goal from PK Denis Lynch. 

To open the fourth quarter, S Calen Bullock intercepted Barnes and ran 
it back 30-yards for a TD. This was the first Trojan pick-six of the season and 
Bullock’s second INT. 

USC and Utah exchanged field goals, and Branch lit up the Coliseum with a 
61-yard punt return to the Utah 11-yard line. This set up Williams to find the end 
zone with his feet and push USC ahead 32-31. 

After a tough targeting call on USC’s Alexander, the Utes marched down the 
field and scored a 38-yard field goal in the last second of the game. The last time 
USC lost on the final play of the game was a 38-34 loss to Arizona State on Oct. 4, 
2014 when ASU's Mike Bercovici threw a 46-yard Hail Mary pass to Jaelen Strong. 
The last time USC lost a game on a last-second field goal was a 37-35 loss at 
Stanford on Oct. 9, 2010 (a 30-yard FG by Nate Whitaker].

QB Caleb Williams went 23-of-40 for 369 yards and 2 TDs and rushed for 2 
more in USC's thrilling 50-49 victory over California at Berkeley. 
USC’s 50 points were the most points the Trojans had scored against Cal 
since 2013 when ea! scored 62. Cal’s 49 points were the most points the Bears 
had scored versus USC since 1991 when they scored 52 points. This also ties 
USC’s opponent record for highest losing score, which was also 49 by Penn State 
in the 2017 Rose Bowl. 

After an on-field protest by Berkeley students delayed the start of the game, 
USC struck first scoring a 23-yard field goal once play began.

Gentry continued to make plays for the Trojans as he completely extended 
his 66 frame and intercepted Cal QB Francisco Mendoza. This turnover set a 
USC QB Caleb Williams to toss a 22-yard TD pass to WR Brenden Rice to pus 
USC ahead 29-28 (USC missed the PAT). 

Cal scored twice more to extend its lead to 43-29. 

In the fourth quarter as USC trailed 29-43, USC began its first offense series 
of the quarter on the USC 25-yard line after WR Zachariah Branch fair caught the 
ball. Lloyd then caught a 16-yard pass from Williams and in the following play, 
caught another short pass from Williams, turned on the burners and blasted 53 
yards down the field to the Cal 6-yard line. This play set up Williams’ rushing TD to 
make it a one-score a at 36-43. 

After a forced fumble and recovery by USC ILB Tackett Curtis to create a 
short field for the Trojans, Lloyd scored a 9-yard rushing TD to tie up the game at 
43-. 


The wild game continued as Gentry forced a fumble recovered by RUSH 
Jamil Muhammad. Immediately after, Williams fumbled and it was recovered b 
Cal. On the Bears’ offensive series, they turned the ball over on downs on the US 
37. On the next play, Lloyd rushed for 56 yards and set up RB Austin Jones to walk 
into the end zone on the next play to put USC ahead 50-43. 

Cal responded by scoring a touchdown of its own making the score 50-49, 
but failed on the 2-point conversion for the game. 


USC is now 72-32-5 all-time against California.

2024 USC SPRING FOOTBALL PROSPECTUS 


No. 24 USC fell 42-52 to No. 5 Washington in the Coliseum. 

The defending Heisman Trophy winner QB Caleb Williams went 27-of-35 for 
312 yards and 3 TDs and rushed for 7 more TO. 

USC's 42 points were the most Washington allowed in a game this season 
(previous high 33 twice - Oregon and Stanford). There were 10 combined scoring 
drives of 75 yards or more throughout the game. 

The 35 first-half points by Washington were the most points the Huskies 
have ever scored in a game against the Trojans. The combined 63 points in the 
first half were the most ina Pac-1le game in five seasons. The 4 TDs by Washington 
in the second quarter tied a USC opponent record for most TDs in one quarter (7th 
time, last by Oregon in 2019). USC's 14 first-quarter points were the most allowed 
by Washington in the first quarter this season. Washington had allowed a total of 
23 points in the first quarter this season from all opponents combined (previous 
high of 8 by Oregon). 

The Trojans scored first after USC’s WR Raleek Brown rushed for a TD. 
Washington responded with a score of their own to tie up the game at 7-7. 

This back-and-forth scoring was repeated all throughout the first half until 
Polk scored with 20 second left on the clock to push Washington ahead 35-28 
going into halftime. 

CB Christian Roland-Wallace intercepted Penix’s tipped pass in the end 
zone on Washington's opening drive out of halftime, and Williams led an 80-yard 
scoring drive capped by Rice’s 25-yard TD catch on fourth and 1. 

Penix responded with a score for the Huskies, but USC tied up the game 
again at 42-42 with a 20-yard passing TD from Williams to WR Mario Williams. 

In the fourth quarter, Washington scored a field goal and on USC's next 
offensive series, the Trojans suffered a big holding penalty which forced them to 
punt. Washington then drove 91 yards down the field to score the final TD of the 
game. 

USC is now 51*-31-4 all-time versus Washington (one win vacated due to 
NCAA penalty, original record 52-31-4).

USC fell 27-36 to No. 6 Oregon in Autzen Stadium. 

The defending Heisman Trophy winner QB Caleb Williams went 19-of-34 for 
291 yards and1T0 and rushed for1 more TD. 

It was USC's first game without former defensive coordinator Alex Grinch 
and Shaun Nua and Brian Odom were acting as interim co-defensive coordinators. 

Oregon scored on its first series of the game as Duck 0B Bo Nix found Tex 
Johnson ona 77-yard TD reception. 

USC answered with a 5-yard rushing TD from RB MarShawn Lloyd, but the 
Ducks scored on another explosive play from Nix to WR Troy Franklin for an 83- 
yard TD reception. Oregon's two-point conversion attempt failed. 

The Ducks scored for a third time on a 15-yard pass from Nix to Terrance 
Ferguson, but their two-point conversation attempt failed for a second time 
leaving the score 7-19. 

The Ducks kicked a 33-yard field goal, but then Williams scored on a 2-yard 
quarterback keeper to make the score 14-22 at halftime. 

Oregon scored first in the third quarter on a 21-yard TD reception from 
Johnson, and RB Bucky Irving rushed 19-yard for another TO in the fourth. 

Williams threw a 93-yard TD to WR Brenden Rice in the fourth quarter to close 
the gap to 36-21. 

RB Austin Jones scored on an 13-yard scamper late in the fourth quarter to 
get the Trojans within 36-27 with 3:44 left, but the two-point conversion failed and 
USC couldn't get closer. 

USC is now 38-23-2 in its series with Oregon, (not including 1 win vacated 
due to NCAA penalty; original record: 39-23-2).

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USC fell 20-28 to UCLA in the Coliseum to conclude the 2023 regular 
season. The Trojans finished 7-5 overall and 5-4 in Pac-le Conference play. 

Head coach Lincoln Riley lost 3 straight games for the first time in his 7 
years as a head coach at Oklahoma and USC. QB Caleb Williams and Riley played 
14 games in the Coliseum over 2 season winning their first Tl games together at 
the Coliseum before losing the last 3. 

UCLA hadn't won back-to-back games at USC’s 101-year-old stadium since 
1997, but the Bruins never trailed in this matchup after defeating the Trojans 62-33 
two years ago in 2021. 

RB T.J. Harden rushed for a career-high 142 yards and scored 2 TDs and 0B 
Ethan Garbers threw 3 TD passes. 

The Bruins went up early scoring back-to-back TOs in the first quarter to 
leave the Trojans trailing 0-14. 

Early in the second quarter WR Brenden Rice put the first points on the 
board for USC as he scored a TD ona /4-yard pass from Williams. 

Before going into halftime, Lynch nailed a 34-yard FG to close the point gap 
to 10-14. 

In the third, Harden caught a 7-yard pass from Garbers to score. 

In USC’s first offensive possession of the half, USC RB MarShawn Lloyd 
fumbled the ball which was recovered by UCLA DB Alex Johnson for an 11-yard 
scoop-and-score to push UCLA ahead to 28-10. 

USC's Lynch put up 3 points for the Trojans on another 34-yard field goal, but 
the Bruins responded with a field goal of their own. 

Bruin TE Hudson Habermehl scored on a 15-yard TD pass from Garbers to 
give UCLA a 38-13 advantage. 

USC RB Austin Jones rushed for a 7-yard TD at the end of the game, but it 
wasn’t enough to top the Bruins.

In the modern era of college football where instantaneous gratification is 
demanded and where patience is not often a virtue, USC QB Miller Moss changed 
the narrative. After backing up QB Caleb Williams, the 2022 Heisman Trophy 
winner for two seasons who chose to opt out of the bowl game, Moss went 23- 
of-33 for 372 yards and 6 TDs in his first USC start to lead the Trojans to a 42-28 
victory over No. 15 Louisville in the 2023 Holiday Bowl. 

Moss, who was named the Holiday Bowl Offensive MVP, gave the nation a 
preview of what was to come in the 2024 season and proved that values like hard 
work and loyalty are not to be overlooked. With his 6 TD passes thrown, Moss now 
holds the record for most TD passes thrown in a Holiday Bowl, most TD passes 
thrown in a USC bowl game, most TD passes thrown by a USC QB is his first Trojan 
start and tied the Pac-12 Bowl Game passing TD record. 

After punting the ball away on USC's first possession of the game, Louisville 
immediately drove down the field to put the first points on the board. The Trojans 
then missed a 38-yard field goal attempt and turned the ball over to the Cardinals. 

USC responded with an immediate strip sack by S Max Williams and fumble 
recovery by RUSH Solomon Byrd. Moss then tossed a beautiful ball to WR Tahj 
Washington who caught it outside his frame, juked back and shimmied into the 
end zone to tie the game at 7-7. This catch gave Washington his first-ever 1,000 
yard season. 

Early in the second quarter, Moss once again found Washington for a 29- 
yard TD. 

The momentum continued to flow in favor of the Trojans. On the Cardinals’ 
next possession, Louisville was forced to punt and WR Kyron Hudson blocked the 
attempt. When the Trojans offense came back on the field, Hudson continued to 
make big plays and scored a 39-yard TD from Moss to push USC ahead 21-7. 

Louisville closed the point gap as Cardinal RB Evan Conley rushed 9-yards 
fora TD. 

Closing out the first half, Moss found WR Ja’Kobi Lane for a 31-yard TD to 
increase USC's lead to 28-14. 

Coming out of halftime, Moss was intercepted by Louisville DB Quincy Riley 
who returned the ball 61 yards to set up the Cardinals to quickly score. 

USC responded with another TD as Moss threw a 12-yard pass to Lane who 
had to leap over two defenders to catch the ball. 

The Cardinals opened the fourth quarter with a TD, but the Trojans retaliated 
as Moss tossed a deep pass to WR Duce Robinson for a 44-yard TD to lock in the 


final score of 42-28.
